TOKIO, Dec. 27.—Following the example of 
Germany, the Japanese government within 
the last year issued regulations for the for- 
gigt life insurance companies having agen- 
des in Japan that threaten to drive all but 
the largest concerns away. The emperor of 
Germany was 50 exacting in his demands 
gat al] the American companies withdrew, 
after many months of fruitless negotiations. 

The Japanese government stopped short of 
i extreme point of the German conten- 
do, but the obligation to deposit a guar- 
anty fund of 100,000 yens ($50,000) before 
beginning operations, and, in the case of life 
4psgrance companies, to deposit a further 
gam eduivalent to the annual! reserve set 
aside by each company, for the benefit and 
protection of policyholders, has seemed oner- 


ous enough. 
The German emperor did not propose to 


have the Fatherland drained of money to 


profit the companies depositing and invest- 
ing it in America and enriching the New 
York money market, wherefore the mailed 
fst fell permanently upon those great finan- 
cial concerns, and they left Germany. 
Nothing more illustrates the modern ten- 
gency of Japan than this close scrutiny of 
life insurance laws and: methods in vogue 
in the United States and Europe. It proves 
Japan’s desire to follow western civilization 
yather than to develop a system of its own. 


The Japanese government observed many 
things while its hands were tied by the old 
treaties. and has been slow tov’reach out for 
the foreign insurance companies. It will 
ist the alien concerns remain, but they must 
hecome virtually Japanese companies, and 
ell the guarantee funds and investments are 
required to be put in Japanese bonds of speci- 
fed issues. 

Having had a free hand all along and 4 
large and increasing business, the foreign 
mmrance agents having strained every 
mere since the government order was issued 
‘ast June to have the terms modified in seme 

wy. The officials remaining obdurate,, all 

tu empanies are preparing to close up their 

affairs tere. Existing policies will be con- 

timed ah premiums on them collected and 

settlements made at decease, expiration, etc., 

but otherwise the American life ingurance 

companies bave no future business in Japan. 

The Ore Insurance companies having agen- 
eles in Yokohama have at last reached the 
limit of patience and credulity, and now re- 
fuse to insure Chinese property at any price.

BY ROCKEFELLER. ||

PLAN A HUGE MONOPOLY. 


Mineral Will Be Used for Many 
- New - Purposes, Including 
Car Building and Tun- 
nel Lining. | 


Asbestos, asa manufactured commodity, is 
now controlled by the Standard Oil com- 
pany. That corporation has contracted for 
the emtire output of the Ontario asbestos 
mines, from which comes all except a small 
percent of the asbestos of the world. 

The plan is to make the asbestos industry 


proportionately as vast and whoily as mo-~_ 


nopolistic as the steel industry or the coal 
oll industry. John D. Rockefeller and his 
associates deem that they have found a new 
field for their gigantic operations. 

Asbestos, in their hands, is to be a ma- 
terial employed for a hundred new purposes. 
Railroad coaches are to be built from it, 
tunnels are to be lined with it, and fireproof 
furniture is to be made from it. : 


Asbestos Cars Are Promised. 

As an indication that there is no exag- 

geration in this outlook, the corporation has 
prepared plans for asbestos cars built with 
steel frames for the underground system of 
the Rapid Transit company of New York, 
which it willsubmit shortly. It also has been 
given the contract for lining with asbestos 
a large part of the tunnels of the same sys- 
tem. 
These two uses for the fireproof mineral 
are sufficiently opposite to show the scope 
the new industry will have. For the cars, 
asbestos boards, tougher than oak and in- 
destructible, are,employed. For the tunnel 
lining, a plasteg of short length asbestos 
fiber mixed with pulp is used. 

Only the best quality of asbestos—fibers 
several inches long—can be put into the 


planks. The remnants will do for the 
plaster. 
Asbestos Planks 1.eplace Wood. 


The asbestos planks, experiments have 
shown, can be shaped and used exactly as 
wood. They may be sawed, and planed, and 
polished; they will bear weight and will stand 
wear. They are much Hghter than wood. 

It is said plans will be made for the Pull- 
man company for fireproof sleeping cars of 
this order.

How the Mineral Is Found. 

*‘ Asbestos is found in veins or layers be- 
tween, the rock formations,” said a Chica- 
goan who visited the mines. ‘“‘ The width of 
these layers varies from one-balf inch to 
two and a quarter inches. At the mine the 
half inch asbestos is valued at $7 a ton, while 
the wider or thicker layer brings $40 a ton. 
This is separated for weaving and when 
ready for the mills sells at $40 to $240 a ton. 

“The longer fiber can be woven into a 
cloth so strong that it will withstand almost 
any pressure. The shorter pieces, which can 
be advertised as asbestos the same as those 
of the longer fiber, can be woven into a 
cloth,. but a fire crumbles the texture, and 
it really is no protection,” 


Fire Protection Is Perfect 

*“ When the best cloth is made I! believe it is 
a perfect protection. It is not expensive, 
being quoted about $4 a square yard. This 
would make thé cost of a theater curtain 
made of the best material, around $1,000. 
The other curtains prubably can be purchased 
for a fifth of that amount. 

‘The asbestos board has been found to be 
superior to steel. The rumbling thatis found 
in the steel construction is entirely absent 
from the new board. It also is a noncon- 
ductor of heat and cold..

MAY BECOME CAUSE CELEBRE 


Objects to Pages in the Work, ‘* Haw- 
thorne and His Cirele.’’ 


' New York, Feb. 6—[Special.]—A law suit 


which will turn upon a private entry made in 
Nathaniel Hawthorne’s notebook when the 
famous author was acting as the American 
consul in Liverpool nearly fifty years ago has 
been commenced. 

Itinvolves members of the Hawthorne fam- 
ily now living in an action to recover $50,000 
damages brought by Mrs. Sarah J. Lippin- 
cott, who is known to the literary world ds 
Grace Greenwood, against Harper & Bros, 
The case is based on certain statements made 
by Julian Hawthorne in his book, ‘“* Haw- 
thorne and His Circle,”’ published by the 
Harper firm. : 

The suit was brought for Mrs. Lippincott 
by William’ P. Dewey of 290 Broadway, and 
promises to be a literary cause célébre. The 
venerable authoress will introduce in refuta- 
tion of the story printed in Julian Haw- 
thorne’s book several letters never before 
published and written to her by the elder 
Hawthorne. 


“Grace Greenwood’? Well Known. 

‘Mrs. Lippincott, who, as Grace Green- 
wood, is known far and wide as a pioneer 
woman newspaper correspondent and as the 
author of several books famous in their 
day, is a white haired woman past 70, who 
lives at New Rochelle with her daughter 
and son-in-law, Herbert Winston, the play- 
wright. 

The venerable authoress read aloud pages 
from Hawthorne's book which, she claims, 
have inflicted upon her serious mental dis- 
comfort and physical illness. The passage, 
which relates to a visit made by Mrs. Lip- 
pincott to the home of Charles Kemble, the 
famous English actor, follows: 

“About the middle of September Bennoch 
returned to the continent. Bennoch told 
_my father an anecdote of our friend Grace 
Greenwood, which is recorded in one of his 
private notebooks, 


Charles Kemble Rebukes Her. 
“Grace, Bennoch says,"’ he-writes, “ was 
-Invited to. a private reading of Shakspeare 
by Charles Kemble, and she thought 
it behooved her to manifest her good taste 
and depth of feeling by going into hysterics 
and finally fainting away upon the floor. 
Thereupon: Charles Kemble looked up from 
his book and addressed himself to her sternly 
and geverely. ‘Ma'am,’ said he, this won't 
do. Ma’am, you disturb the company. 
Ma'am, you expose yourself.’ 

‘This last hit had the desired effect, for 
poor Grace probably thought her drapery had 
not adjusted itself as it ought, and that per- 
haps she really was exposing more of her 
charms than should be imparted in mixed 
company. So she came to herself in a hurry 
and after a few flutterings subsided into a 
decorous listener. 

‘*Could anything be more improper?” ex- 
claimed Mrs. Lippincott, “‘ and it is quite as 
false as it is disgusting.’’

The ban of “ midnight closing ’’ was taken 
off the public dance halls by the mayor yes- 
terday afternoon, and the changed ana hap- 
pier condition was ushered in at 12 p.m. bya 
probably fatal shooting at the entrance to 
Aurora hall, Milwaukee avenue and Huron 
street, where a dance was in progress. 

Policeman Micha@l Murphy did the shoot- 
ing after he had been assaulted by a dozen 
young men, who were trying to force their 
way into the hall. The victim was wounded 
twice and taken to St. Elizabeth's hospital, 
where he gave the name of Andrew Mendick, 
27 McHenry street. : 


Gayety Subdued by Shooting. 

The policeman declares Mendick was 
intoxicated and that he previously had been 
in the hall, where the Sleipner Athletic club 
was giving the dance. He was ejected from 
the hall and then in an effort to return was 
aided on the stairs by the crowd, which 
charged Murphy. Theshooting followed and 
many of the dancers left the hall in fright 
and the gayety was subdued.

Order Based on New Ruling. 


The order to remove the midnight order 
from dances in public halls was the result 
of an opinion given the mayor by Corpora- 
tion Counsel Tolman in the afternoon. No 
time was lost, and as a result liquor was sold 
after midnight at scores of dances, the police 
interfering only to the extent of collecting 
a $2.50 license fee. 

Mayor Harrison's letter to Chief O'Neill 


said:

At first Mr. Tolman thought 
the fee should be double that for one day 
if the gale of liquor was to be continued after 
12 o'clock, but he concluded one fee should 
cover the entertainment if it be ended within 


twenty-four hours.” 


Saloon Dance Halls Excepted. 

Following the delivery of Maj. Tolman’s 
opinion a general police order was issued. 

“You are to allow the sale of liquor after 
midnight at dances given by fraternal or- 
ganizations and decent societies,” was the 
command. “ For this instance you will de- 
termine what dances should be allowed the 
advantage of the order. It does not apply to 
saloon dance halls. You are to collect from 
the managers of each dance at which the 
after midnight sale of liquor is allowed a ii-

FIND MRS. MAYBRICK 


Passing as Visitor in Convent at 
Truro, Cornwall. 


FEW KNOW HER IDENTITY. 


Will Be Kept in Seclusion Until Her 
Release Next July. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—The whereabouts of 
Mrs. Maybrickx has been learned. She is 
serving out the last few months of her life 
sentence for the killing of her husband in 
the quiet country home of the Sisters of the 
Epiphany, at Truro, Cornwall, under an as- 


‘sumed name, and with her identity complete- 


ly hidden. She is-guarded from communica- 
tion with the outside world as jealously as if 
she were still in Aylesbury prison. Heriden- | 
tity is known only to a few, among them the 
mother superior. 

Mrs. Maybrick's status was explained as 
fcllows by one of the officials of the Epiph- 
any order: 

**Mrs. Maybrick is still a prisoner, and 
has not even been released on ticket of leave. 
Those in charge of her are practically her 
jeilers, and all communication with her is 
forbidden except through the home secre- 
tary.”’ ‘ 

Color Returns to Cheeks. 

Though the fresh Cornwall air is bringing 
the color back to her face, the strain of her 
fourteen years of confinement, commencing 
with the imposition of the death sentence, 
passed under the severe discipline of various 
prisons, is still evident in her careworn look. . 
This, however, is the only outward sign she 
shows of her ordeal. Even the sisters with 
whom she associates arid the servants have 
no idea-that she really is Mrs. Maybrick. 

Though a free agent in many ways, she is 
obliged to conform to the strict discipline of 
the convent. She takes her meals in silence= 
and is not allowed to converse, except upon 
religious topics, during the day. She must 
be in bed by 9 o’clock. No newspapers are 
allowed her, and only such books as are given 
her by the sisters.

Minister 
KKurino and Sir Charles Scott, the British 
ambassador to Russia, have been in close 
eonference, evidently determined upon action 
to be taken fn case of a rupture of the negotia- 
tions, which, it is believed, will be immedi- 
ately followed by the breaking off of diplo- 
‘matic relations. 

In this event M. Kurino will ask for his

given up. 

It is even reported today, on apparently 
good authority, that M. Kurino has ordered 
a special car to bein readiness at the Warsaw 
Station to take him to Germany. The cur- 
rent affairs of the Japanese legation will be 
turned over to the British embassy if the 
worst happens.

Russia’s Offer Not Accepted.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—Japan has virtually de- 
termined not to accept Russia's offer of par- 
amount interests in Corea in exchange for 
Russian occupation of Manchuria. Sey 

This decision brings the crisis to a grave 
issue, which a few hours probably will settle 
either for peace or war. 

The Russian attempt to put Japan in a 
false position by the form of her reply has 
been deeply resented in Tokio. It was evi- 
dently believed in St. Petersburg that the 
offer of full concessions in Corea, coupled 
with a suggestion of further discussion of 
the detailed Russian interests in Manchuria, 
would suffice to relegate the whole dispute to 
the arena of ordinary diplomatic negotia- 
tion for at least many weeks. 


Russia Continues to Hold Off. 


Russia added to her suggestion by intimat- 
ing that she would refuse to treat any action 
by Japan as a casus belli, except a direct at- 
tack. Such was the situation a week ago. 
There have been many denials of these facts 
and assertions of Japan's absolute ignorance 
of Russia’s intended reply, but it can be 
affirmed without amendment that this is the 
situation. 

Whether the Russian reply, which now has 


been officially communicated, was modified ; 


after the receipt of the Japanese intimation 
about Manchuria has not yet transpired. 
If, however, Russia has acted upon the as- 
sumption that Japan will abandon her Man- 
churia demands or consent to enter into long 
negotiations thereon, then there may be ex- 
pected a discontinuance of friendly relations 
at any moment. 


Japan Will Not Waste Time. 


As it is, it can be taken for granted if 
Japan is convinced Russia will make no fur- 
ther concessions, she will waste no time 
sending troops to Corea, but prompily will 
break off negotiations and declare war. This 
decision, if made at all, may be expected 
within forty-eight hours. It must be ad- 
mitted that Japan will-forfeit considerable 
moral support on the continent of Europe 
and some in England if she goes to war 
solely on the question of Manchuria. It 
Wrance, especially, public opinion, in- 
fluenced by enormous Russian investments, 
will severely condemn her if she now begins 
hostilities. Minister Deicasse still believes 
the Russian reply will serve to avert war. : 


May Fight in Near East. 

One of the earliest effects of the war in the 
far east, if it comes, will be the grave accen- 
This is 
fully appreciated, especially in Bulgaria, 
which in the last few days has been making 
the most active preparations against attack 
from Turkey. The Turks are deeply incensed 
by the approaching loss of ascendency in 
Macedonia, and unless the far eastern strug-

' Lieut. Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton, quarter- 
master general to the British forces, will, it 
is announced, in the event of war between 
Japan and Russia, be appointed British mili- 
tary attaché with the Russian forces. 


Reply Will Make No Difference. 

PARIS, Feb. 7, 3 a. m.—According to the 
London correspondent of the Matin, persons 
best qualified to speak authoritatively re- 
garding Japanese matters declare that 
Japan's final decision has already been taken, 
and that Russia’s answer, whatever may be 
its tenor, will not make any difference. War, 
these persons say, is inevitable, for Japan 
henceforth will do as she chooses without 
considering what Russia may think of her 
actions. 

Baron Hayashi Talks War. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister to 
Great Britain, in talking to a London corre- 
spondent of the Figaro, refused to confirm 
or deny the correctness of the interview with 
him published in the Matin, stating that he 
only authorized the official publication of the 
following: 

‘* Russia’s reply has not been received, and, 
so far as I know, the situation 
changed, but if: Russia will not accept the 
clauses which Japan considers essential war 
is inevitable.” 

The Figaro correspondent concludes that 
| the remainder of the Matin’s interview rep- 
resents Baron Hayashi’s personal views, 
adding that a short conversation with the 
minister suffices to show that he regards 
the situation as critical. 


Explains French Optimism. 


Baron Hayashi, during the interview, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the optimism of 
the French press is due to the fact that the 
far eastern question is less studied in Paris 
than in London, and he dwells on the essen- 
tial point of Japan's note, demanding the 
mutual recognition by Japan and Russia of 
the territorial integrity and independence 
of China and Corea, which amounts to a 
formal recognition of Chinese sovereignty 
over Manchuria. The minister did not seem 
to believe that Russia would accept this. 


Feel Neither Side Will Yield. 

Official opinion here has clearly turned 
toward the pessimistic side, although not yet 
ready to concede that the last chance has 
gone. The officials are, however, convinced 
that Russia will not yield to Japan's de- 
mands relative to Manchuria, so that if war 
depends on that issue it is for Japan fo make 
a final decision.

War Preparations Go On. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Temps says: 

“The mobilization of the expeditionary 
corps is proceeding rapidly. War will not 
be popular, and will not provoke enthusiasm, 
but will be none the less energetically con- 
ducted. The. finances of the empire are 
sufficiently prosperous to provide the gov- 
ernment with all the money it may need. 

“French holders of Russian obligations 
can.close their ears to the cries of alarm 
which have come to them from Germany and 
England and hold‘all the Russian securities 
they possess, knowing that Russia will not 
fail to meet her obligations.’’ 


Substance of Note to Be Told. 


One of the most prominent of the Russian 
officials here said this evening that definite 
knowledge concerning the contents of the 
Russian reply would be communicated to the 
world certainly by Monday. 

This official intimated that at least some 
of the essential features had already been 
made known to the French government. He 
recognized that war would not be popular in 
Russia, because of the distance from the 
scene of the conflict and the unfamiliarity of 
the Russian people regarding the question.

GERMANY PLAYS A GAME. 


HOPES TO PROFIT IN RUSSO-JAP- 
ANESE AFFAiR. 


Berlin Diplomats Seek to Oust France 
from Her Position in St. Petersburg 
and Substitute Their Own Influence 
—At Same Time Plan to Prevent In- 
tervention by United States or Eng- 
land—In Case of Scramble for China 
Will Look Out for Own Interests.

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—Germany probably will 
turn out to be the unknown factor in the far 
eastern problem, at least it is to this that all 
the energies of Wilhelmstrasse are being di- 
rected. The one aim of Germany just now 
is to oust France from her position in St. 
Petersburg and substitute German influence. 
All the efforts of her diplomacy are directed 
to this end. This was the raison d'étre of 
the attack on France for her pessimism three 
days ago in the semi-official Nordeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung. 

The success of these efforts is seen in a 
telegram from St. Pétersburg printed in 
Berlin in the inspired Lokal Anzeiger today 
declaring the government and the people 
delighted at the attitude of Germany and the 
Germar press. 


Example for France. 

A high official today assured a corresponds 
ent that Russia would never forget the ad- 
mirable attitude of Germa&ny, an attitude 
from which France might take an example. 
The ‘“‘mot d’ordre’’ to the German press, 
which is being obeyed with truly admirable 
discipline, is to show complete optimism re- 
garding the crisis, an optimism which they 
have good reason to believe does not really 
prevail in well informed circles. The result 
is that news of the Ruseo-Japanese conflict 
is tucked away on the second and third pages 


of all the newspapers and the earnestness 


of the situation is concealed as much as 
possible. 
Seeks to Play a Role. 

On the other hand, German diplomacy is 
working night and day to prevent any possi- 
ble intervention by France, England, or the 
United States, Germany desiring to play the 
role of vis-a-vis with Russia, which Great 
Britain played in the Spanish-American war. 
Germany’s cards are, in fact, being played 
with a Machiavelian skill worthy of Wil- 
helmstrasse in the days of Bismarck. 

Meanwhile Germany is not idle in the far 
east. The Lokal Anzeiger’s St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphs that the Chinese 
officials who were formerly pro-Japanese are 
now full of sympathy for Germany, whose 
influence in Shantung is increasing daily. 
The Chinese legation in Berlin is proposing to 
place contracts. in Germany for machinery 
for an arsenal capable of turning out 600,000 
rifles and 10,000,000 cartridges yearly. 

If Germany only can succeed in checkmat- 
ing the diplomacy of the other powers she 
will be in a position again to play the r6le of 
an “ honest broker.”” Russia knows some- 
thing of what this cost her at the Berlin con- 
ference.

Berlin Gazette Insistent. 

BERLIN, Feb. 7, 3 a. m.—The North Ger- 
man Gazette takes great pains to prove that 
the stoppage of negotiations between Rus- 
sia and Japan would not necessarily mean 
war. It considers it possible that Japan 
will begin certain undertakings in Corea, for 
which preparations were long ago made, but 
thinks it unlikely that Russia will oppose 
these undertakings unless Japan extends 
her action to the Yalu valley. It is un- 
necessary, says the Gazette, to suppose that 
Japan will require the transport of-a large 
number of troops into Corea, since the nu- 
mnerous Japanese settlers, merchants, and 
workmen in Corea would be transformable 
immediately into excellent soldiers. 

The paper admits that it is impossfble to 
consMer war between the two countries ab- 
solutely precluded but says that in any event 
war is unlikely to occur in the immediate 
Finally, the Gazette reiterates the 
German view that there are no indications 
that either Russia or Japan desires war. 


Berlin Still Hoping. 

The announcement that Russia’s reply was

Although the foreign office is not ad- 
vised of the contents of the note, yet, resting 
on its previous general information, it still 
believes Japan will avoid war, and probably 
realize part of her aims by occupying sev- 
eral places, both on the coasts of Corea and 
in the interior of that country, which. it 
is again said, Russia. would not consider 
cause for war.

TRUE BILL ON EXTORTION. 


Similar Action Against Mayor H. Hi. 
‘Devereux at Springfield Is Being 
Considered and May Be Voted To- 
morrow Morning — City Executive 
Personally Rebukes Member of the 
Body, Declaring There Was No Evi- 
dence to Justify It. 


Springfield, Ill.. Feb. 6.—[Special.]—An-in- 
dictment charging extortion was today voted 
against, Chief of Police James H. Anderson 
by the Sangamon county grand jury.

The specific charge against Chief Anderson 
is that he has been collecting every three 
months $7.10 from each of the inmates of the 
immoral resorts of the city. The paymentof 
the $7.10 insured the persons paying it from 
police raids and justice court trials. 


Mayor Rebukes Grand Juror. 

An encounter took place just outside the 
grand jury room when Mayor Devereux and 
Chief Anderson met Henry Miller, a member 
of the grand jury. 

The mayor rebuked Miller because the in- 
dictment was returned, blaming him for the 
action of that body. Devereux charged that 
the grand jury had indicted Anderson with- 
out evidence, and that Miller was the chief in- 
stigator. Miller stood his ground and de- 
clared the jury had plenty of evidence. Many 
hot words were exchanged.

TACKS ITS LITERARY FORM. 


In Lecture at Boston Volume Is Re- 
ferred To as Lacking in Proper Ar- 
rangement—Blames Translators for 
Conditions as He Finds Them, and 
Believes Version of the Future 
Will Correct Many of the So-Called 
Defects. 


Boston, Mass, Feb. 6.—[Special.]—Prof. 
Richard G. Moulton of the University of Chi- 
cago in a lecture here today likened the bible 
to a scrap book. He said the present trans- 
lation was far short of true literary form 
and that the version of the future will have 
to do with correcting this. The lecture was 
under the auspices of the educational com- 
mittee of the Twentieth Century club. Prof. 
Moulton spoke on *“* The Bible as Literature.” 

*“‘ Literature,’’ said Prof. Moulton, “ig 
made up of various literary forms, epic, 
lyric, dramatic poetry, history, philosophy, 
oratory, and there is a variety of these. 
Each has its own peculiar, appropriate form 
of structure, yet the old versions of the 
bible, on the contrary, present the book in one 
monotonous arrangement, numbered In chap- 
ters and verses, distinguishing literary 
forms and-often running counter to them. 
It effaces all forms of literary structure, it 
presents the appearance not so much of a 
sacred book of revelations as of a divine 
scrap book. 3 

Lacking in Literary Form. 


“The bible occupies a strange position in 


literature. It is correct enough as regards 
translation, but is lacking in literary form. 
It is the worst printed book in the world... it 
is well printed as regards type, paper, and 
binding, but in it all literary forms have been 
destroyed. 

‘“Who is responsible for this? wp to the 
second century of the Christian era writings 
make little or no distinction betwee: the 
speaker and the spea er in a dialogue, or 
between paragraph and paragraph, sentence 
and sentence. Oftentimes words themselves 
run together. The present form has been 
given to the bible by those in whose custody 
it has been. ; 


Were Not Literary Men. 


“TI would speak of them with intenee rey- 
erence. We owe them eternal gratitude for 
fidelity, but they were not literary men. All 
they have given us of form is the bible in 
the form of the text At the time of the 
version under authority of King James, the 
wisest scholar in England had no idea of the 
verse in the bible. The fact was not discov- 
ered until a century after the trapsiation. 

‘* The revised version is the first version is- 
sued which has presented the bible as lit- 
erature and not as isolated texts. The work 
was done with the full knowledge of the bible 
as literature. Yet the revised version is but 
a step in tHe direction of true literary form. 
The version of the future will have to do with 
producing the true literary form.”

Continuous Rides for 5 Cents. 

The scheme of transfers as presented by 
the grant is one designed to give continuous 
rides from outlying districts to the center of 
the city and, by a sys.em of interchangeable 
transfers between companies, in some in- 
stances, from one part of the city to another. 

At the same time it has been the policy of 
the aldermen of the subcommittee reporting 
the ordinance to give these privileges with- 
out further congesting crowded lines. 

It was this policy which was attacked yes- 
terday. And not only this. By Ald. Bid- 
mann Maypole,’ Butler, and others it was tn- 
sisted that the scheme did not sufficiently 
approach the idea of universal transfers.

Arrangement with Union Traction. 


This was left partly agreed on, to be worked 
into form by the attorneys.

Question of Congesting Street. 


“It’s a question of congesting thé street,” 
said Ald.

The matter was being discussed when the 
aldermen saw that it was getting late and 
they had small chance of reaching an agree- 
ment then.

Mavor insists that the present transfer 
scheme will carry the day when it is under- 
stood. | 

In the consideration of the ordinance the 
aldermen have reached section 18, which 
deals with transfers. Section 20 deals with 
compensation, and that holds the promise of 
a break in the conference. 


Col. Bliss Unable to Consent. 


Col. Blise told the aldermen that they were 
making changes im the ordinance such as 
he had no euthority to. agree to. The di- 
rectors, he said, had gone over the meas- 
ure carefully, and had been persuaded to 
agree to it. 

‘*I don’t want to imply by silence,’’ he 
said, “‘that we are agreeing to what you 
are doing now. You are adding cost to con- 
struction and disarranging things that have 
been carefully estimated and agreed to. I 
can't say what the company will do when 
you are through making changes.”’ 

With a view to forcing the company intoa 
better proposition on the subject of com- 
pensation, the aldermen have collected fig- 
ures showing the cost of operation in other 
cities. 

The amount of compensation will depend on 
the cost of operation and the cost of recon- 
struction. The /aldermen have maintained 
that the company’s estimates of cost of op- 
eration have been entirely too high.

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ARBITRATION BETWEEN POWERS 
IS NEW SOCIETY’S AIM. 


‘Strife with Arms Declared Uncivilizea 
and Unnecessary by Speakers at 
Northwestern University—Object Is 
to Secure Permanent Peace Treaty 
Between United States and Great 
Britain—Edmund J. James Elected 
President. 


** War is uncivilized and unnecessary in the 
twentieth century. All questions that seem 
to call for an appeal to arms can be settled 
by arbitration.”’ 

Speakers united in this declaration yes- 
terday afternoon when the National Arbi- 
tration society was organized at the North- 
western universitY in Evanston. The so- 
clety’s primary’ object is to infiuence the 
United States senate in securing a treaty 
with Great Britain providing for the estab- 
lishment of a court which shall be the final 
arbiter in all questions of dispute between 
the nations. 

The mediums used will be memorials from 
legal, philanthropic, and municipal organ- 
izations, chambers of commerce, universi- 
ties, and labor unions. 


President James at the Head.

President—Edmund J. James, president of North- 
western university.

President James spoke of the Olney- 
Pauncefote treaty, which failed to pass in 
1897 by four votes. 

“This treaty,’’ he said, “though indorsed 
by both President Cleveland and President 
McKinley, was not ratified because its pro- 
visions were not understood. A similar treaty 
between France and England has been adopt- 
ed within the last year as a consequence of 
popular agitation such as is propesed in this 
country. There is a desire not only for such 
a treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain but between this and every other 
country.” 

’ Declares War is Obsolete. 


‘‘ War is obsolete,’’ declared Judge Dickin- 
son. ‘*‘ There is no controversy between na- 
tions which cannot be settled by peaceful 
methods.’’ 

This led to the suggestion that the society 
send its views to Russia and Japan, but it was 
not received favorably. 

Similar organizations exist in New York, 
Boston, and Washington. John W. Foster,

PHTHISIS ASCHOOL STUDY 


PRINCIPALS WANT IT TAUGHT TO 
PUPILS IN CHICAGO. 


Say That Only in This Way Can Rav- 
ages of the Disease Be Checked— 
Dr. George W. Webster of the State 
Board ot Health Urges Matter Be- 
fore the George Howland Club and 
Meets with a Ready Response from 
Members. 


The prevention and treatment of tuber- 
culosis will be made the subject of a course 
of study in the public school curriculum if 
the recommendation of the George Howland 
club, an organization of school principals, 
is carried out by the board of education. 

Such a course was urged by speakers before 
the club yesterday, in view of the increase 
‘n the number of youthful victims of the 
Cisease during the last few years. It was 
declared that there are hundreds of sufferers 
from tuberculosis enrolled in the Chicago 
public schools, and that, unless methods of 
prevention are taught, thousands of lives 
will be placed in peril through failure on the 
part of school officials to perform their duty 
toward the children. 

The principals were led to this conclusion 
by Dr. George W. Webster, of the state 
board of health, who spoke on “* Tuberculosis 
from an Educational Standpoint.”’ 


Have Right to Protection. 


*“*The well have a right to be protected 
from contagious diseases,’’ declared Dr. Web- 
ster. ‘‘ The state has a right to demand and 
provide protection for the well and care for 
the sick. The sick have a right to demand 
proper care and treatment. The problem of 
tuberculosis must be solved by organization, 
education, and evolution rather than by leg- 
islation and revolution. The people should 
be. educated in regard to the facts about 
tuberculosis. It is not such a horrible dis- 
ease. It is safe to live with if the proper 
precautions are taken to prevent contagion. 
Local boards of health should have the au- 
thority to compel isolation. Laws should 
require notification of the city health de- 
partment.by those afflicted witn tuberculo- 
sis. Fumigation should be enforced. 


“The care and treatment of tuberculosis. 


should be made a course in the grammar and 
high schools along with hygiene. The laws 
regarding the ventilation and air spaces in 
tenement houses should be enforced. Their 
enforcement is more important in tenement 
houses than in hospitals.”’ 

Dr. Webster advocated the establishmen~t 
of a state sanitarium for sufferers from 
tuberculosis. He said that such an institu- 
tion would be of incalculable educational im- 
portance. 

Annual Death Toll 150,000. 

“In this country 150,000 persons die an- 
nually of tuberculosis and the treatment of 
the disease costs the public $750,000 a year. 
If a calamity should occur and destroy so 
many lives there would be an uproar and 
vigorous measures would be adopted to pre- 
vent its recurremce, yet this great army is 
perishing every year and the state is doing 
little to prevent it.” 

Asked how the school principal could tell 
at a glance that a ‘pupil is afflicted with tu- 
berculosis, Dr. Webster said: 

“The tuberculosis type usually has light 
hair, a narrow chest, thin hands, a slight 


_stoop, bright eyes, and is usually one of the 


brightest and aptest pupils in the class.” 

Principal James W. McGinnis urged that 
the prevention of tuberculosis be made the 
subject of a course of study in the schools 
and that every attention should be paid by 
teachers and principals to the ventilation and 
sanitation of the schoolrooms. District Su- 
pertntendent F. C. Dodge expressed the same 
opinion.

THREE ARRESTS AREMADE ~~ 
: FOR PERJURY IN DIVORCE. 


Mrs. Shapiro Charges Conspiracy to 
Former Husband, Witnesses, and At- 
torney, Alleging Fraud. 


On charges of conspiracy to secure a di- 
vorce by perjury, Harry Shapiro, Attorney 
Roman G. Lewis, and Morris Kapler were 
arrested yesterday afternoon anu taken be- 
fore Judge Tuthill.- Shapiro and Kapler 
‘were held to the grand jury in $2,000 bonds, 
Lewis was dismissed, and Henry Kurtzman, 
a witness for whom a capias was issued, Is 
being sought by deputy sheriffs. 

The complainant is Mrs: Rose Shapiro, 23 
years old, who was divorced two weeks ago. 
Mrs. Shapiro alleged the plaintiff had sworn 


divorce was secured, although she had writ- 
tem to him from Minneapolis a few days 
before, 

Instead of being in Chicago during seven- 
teen months, as he alleged in his bill, Mrs. 
Shapfre declared her husband did not come 
to Chicago until last July, and that for three 
months of the period Shapiro says he was in 
Chicago he was a prisoner in the workhouse’ 
at St. Louis, where he was sent for beating 
her. 

‘“ When Harry was sent to the workhouse,”’ 
said Mrs. Shapiro, ‘‘ I came to Chicago and 
worked in Wolf's restaurant, 179 West Mad- 
ison street. I saved money and paid $73 to 
get my husband out of prison.” 

Lewis proved lack of complicity in the 
conspiracy, in which Kapler and Kurtzman 
are alleged to have aided by confirming 
statutory charges.

George Beckler, the conductor on the West- 
ern avenue electric line who was shot by 
holdup men early yesterday morning, died 
at 8 o'clock last night at St. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital.

SCHOOL PRINCIPALS SEEK TO HUM- 
BLE THE AUTOCRATS. 


Reject Repert as Too Tame and Ap- 
point New Committee to Draw Up 
Statement with More Backbone— 
Resolutions Looking to Campaignu 
by National Educational Associa- 
tien for Simplification of Spelling— 
Appropriation for This Asked. 


The public school principals, 250 in num- 
ber, and reinforced by Supt. Cooley and his 
district superintendents, formed a definite ° 
plan of battle yesterday by means of which 
they hope to dislodge the schoo] engineer 
from his position as autocrat of the public 
schoolhouse. The principals were united in 
the common cause at the meeting of their 
association in Fullerton hall. 

- With the huge plaster Goddess of Liberty 
standing in the rotunda of the Art institute, 
the principals received inspiration to say 
things which principals have never been 
heard to say before. and from the niches in 
the walls of Fullerton hall the Goddess of 
Peace looked down reprovingly and Mars 
encouragingly. They refused to adopt a re- 
port from their committee appointed to 


reach an agreement with the engineers be- 


cause it was too “tame.” They laid the 
blame for their troubles on the school board, 
and pleaded for clean, sanitary, warm 


schools. 
New Committee Appointed. 

Then the association appointed a new 
committee of eleven principals to make an- 
other investigation and draw up another re- 
port with more “ backbone ” in it, which will, 
be forwarded to the board of education. 

This committee consists of Principals Mar- 
shall, Stehman, Kellogg, English, Hitch, Me- 
Kay, Bartholf, Loomis, Winchell, Farson, 
and Cox. It will report to the next meeting 
of the association. 

The report of the old committee, which was 
composed of Principals William J. Marshall, 
John Stehman, Kate Kellogg, Gertrude E. 
Engtish, and Rufus Hitch, was the first order 
of business. It declared that at the root of 
the trouble lay the dicrosition and person- 
ality of the principals and engineers. It 
urged that if the present rules do not prop- 
erly define the duties of engineers and jan- 
itors they should be amended, and that if the 
present rules are good they should be obeyed> 


- Gives Hint to Principals. 


“ The school principals,”” continued the re- 
port. ‘‘ should show interest tn the condition 
of the rooms in their school They should 
not permit paper and books to be left on the 
school desks after dismissal. They should 
not permit teachers to have fussy articles 
in the schoolroom called art.. All true art is 
easily cleaned.” 

The committee did not enter into the ques- 
tion of salaries of principals and engineers, 
but urged that every school should be 
scrubbed thoroughly at least once each week, 
that dustiess brushes and sawdust should 
be used in sweeping; that the board of edu- 
cation should suppl, the sawdust; that damp 
cloths should be used in dusting, and finally, 
that the principal should be the executive 
head in all matters pertaining to the school. 

This is the report that was deemed nof 
strong enough.

WNIQUE LOGIC IS USED. 


Witnesses Who Testified Against 
Him Not Believed Because 
They Were Bribed. 


A Missouri jury found Edward Butler of 
6t. Louls not guilty of paying $47,500 bribe 
money to aldermen, because the aldermen 
themselves testified they had received the 
money. 

In other words, the verdict, coupled with 
1 the subsequent explanation of the jurors, 
qould read this way: 

Bdward Butler bribed the nineteen mem- 
bers of the house of delegates. 

. These men admitted the fact under oath, 
and thus demonstrated that by being bribed 
they were men unworthy of belief. 

Therefore their testimony, not being be- 
Weved, the verdict is: 
Béward Butler did not bribe the nineteen 
members of the house of delegates, because

Fulton, Mo., Feb. 6.—[Special.]—Edward 
$utler, the St. Louis millionaire politician,

The case was prosecuted by State's Attor- 
pey Joseph Folk of St. Louis, and the chief 
witnesses against Butler were former mem- 
bers of the combine, who told in great detail 
how the bargain was made to pass a city 
lighting bill Butler wanted. They described 
the. haggling and disputes over the price, 
which was finally fixed by Butler at $47,500, 
or $2,500 for each member of the combine. 
“These witnesses also related how two of 
their number, secretly watched by others, 
went to Butler's house and secured the 
money in cash, and, still shadowed by the 
lothers, carried it to the house of one of the

Defense Attacks Witnesses.

It was argued 
from this that it was utterly impossible for 
Butler to have had anything whatever to do 
with the bill.

_ We think we did our full duty fairly and im- 
partially.”’ 

One of the jurors stated that if a single 
Witness had beeri produced to refute the tes- 
mony of the defense that Butler was not 
on the floor of the house of delegates Nov. 
28, 1899, the night the city lighting bill 
passed, the verdict would have been differ- 
ent. 


H. G. Leonard, a farmer, was the lone juror 
who held out for Butler's conviction. He 
thought Butler was guilty, he said, and held 
that opinion for fifteen hours. 


Folk Did His Best. 

Commenting on the verdict, Circuit Attor- 
ney Folk said: 

“The evidence was as strong and clear as 
Was possible to make a bribery case. ‘Chere 
i$ no other way to prove bribery except 
through. polluted lips. I discharged the re- 
Sponsibility resting me the case 
and my conscience is clear.’’ 

The Butler faction cheered and rejoiced 
When the verdict was received, and went 


* about the town celebrating the victory. 


The logic of the jurors is still puzzling

for accepting the bribe unless it is conceded

Butler’s Luck in Missouri.

The players 
themselves would be glad to have their work 
ghortened that much. They, like their stu- 
gent supporters and admirers, would prefer 
to have the big games played before Thanks- 
giving, £0 as to give all an opportunity to 
take advantage of the break in college work 
furnished by the holiday to spend Thanks- 
giving at their homes. To that part of the 
public which is devoted to football it is 
always a quer*tion how to see a game 
and eata T aksgiving dinner on the same 
day, and these enthusiasts will welcome a 
solution of the problem. This is entirely 
aside from the deepseated sentiment which is 
attached to Thanksgiving day itself, and is 
one of the strongest and most pertinent ar- 
guments against breaking into that senti- 
ment with a strenuous spoft like football. 
That speaks for itself, and the purpose here 
is merely to show that there is no reason 
whatever for opposing that sentiment, but 
many excellent reasons for giving way to it. 
The only argument college athietic authori- 
tiles have been make against the aboli- 
tion of Thanksgiving games has been the 
financial one, that the big crowds of the holi- 
day were necessary to the support of the 
modern athletic branches of the universities. 
But that is no longer true so far as the larger 
institutions are concerned, at least. Football 
has gained such a hold in the west of 1 
that the public will support the teams with- 
out Thanksgiving day games. Where now 
many doubtless wait for the holiday game 
each year, they would be just as eager to go 
the “feature’’ game on any other day 
of the year, and would find it much easier to 
do so. In one way, however, the football 
authorities of the west will have to intro- 
duce reforms if they are to abolish Thanks- 
giving day games without loss of receipts, 
and that is in the methods of handling the 
crowds at important games. While the game 
itself has been making great strides in popu- 
larity, the management of the big games 
have been standing still, and the games still 
run on the same basis as a decade ago in 
many respects. The utter inadequacy of the 
provisions at Marshall field, for instance, for 
handling a large crowd at any of.the big 
@ames there has done much’to injure the 
sport with the general public. There are 
practically no more preparations in the way 
of entrances and passages to seats for a 
game which is expected to attract 10,000 or 
15,000 persons than for one which willattract 
1,000 or so. After any one has experienced 
the hardships, not to say physical peril, of 
forcing entrance to a * big’’ game in Chi- 
cago, as at present conducted, he or she must 
be a real enthusiast to attempt it 
without a qualm.

WORST ENEMIES 


Pugilism’s Severest Setbacks 
Given by Those Who Live — 
the Sport.: 


RECORD OF THENEW YEAR 


Two Cities. Already Closed to 
_ Boxing Through Fault of 
Those Interested. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.] 
Pugilism in its day has received enough 


hard jolts to knock it out of existence, but | 


it invariably comes up smiling and ‘look- 
ing for more. It will not.down, it seems, de- 
spite the blows it receives from those who 
should work overtime to keep it on its feet. 
The new year, which opened so auspiciously 
for the betterment of the sport, is less than 
six weeks old, and, during that short time, it 
has received more setbacks than it hasin the 
twelve months previous. 

The question is asked, Who is. accountable 
for those setbacks? The answer is, Those 
-directly interested in its welfare. This may 
strike the members of the fistic clans as a 
broad statement, but it is a fact, neverthe- 
less. Beginning, say, at Boston, where the 
fouling of Joe Choynski by *“ Kid’’ Carter 
caused the authorities to call a halt to the 
game, and winding up at Detroit, where the 
referee refused to stop the Joe Gans-Mike 
Ward contest when so ordered by the police, 
which put an end to the sport in that town, 
and dovetailing the reported fake fight be- 
tween Abe Attel and Harry Forbes, and the 
clans are brought face to face with the state- 


ment. 


The fistic element might also be requested 
to dwell on numerous unsatisfactory fights 
which have taken place in various parts of 
the country since Jan. 1, the uncalled for 
objections to referee's detisions raised by 
defeated fighters, the d¢onstant hammer 
wielding by disgruntled promoters and man- 
agers of fighters, and the cause of the retro- 
grading of the sport is more apparent. 

Boston, the first city in the new year to 
raise the bars against boxing, was gored to 
death by the numerous fly by night clubs. 
When the police arrested Choynski, Carter, 
and others directly interested in that battle 
and charged,them with fighting by “ pre- 
vious agreement,”’ the Central Athletic club, 
which was holding semi-weekly shows, at- 
tempted to pull the wool over the eyes of 
the authorities by running its entertainments 
under the ‘‘no previous agreement ”’ plan. 
This was rubbing it in. It pulled off one 
show under this hide behind the law system, 
but it failed at its second attempt, as the 
police wedged themselves into the club’s 
arena and sat in judgment on all the bouts 
which were of a friendly nature. Thistrying 
to run in deflance of the authorities drove an 
additional nail in Boston’s pugilistic coffin. 
Who was accountable for cloning up the 
game in Boston? 

Less than two weks ago Mayor Maybury of 
Detroit was requested to put his foot down 
on pugilism in his city because of the almost 
fatal injuries administered to Ben O’Grady 
by Noah Brusso in a contest under the 


auspices of an amateur athletic organization | 


of that city. In reply to the request the 
mayor said: ‘‘ The same talk was gone over 
a few months ago. There are no new condi- 
tions today. All these contests are within 
the law, in that they are limited to a certain 
number of rounds, and they are not conduct- 
ed for a fixed prize. The Supreme court: has 
decided these exhibitions are within the 
law, and, such being the case, they must be 
tolerated.”’ 

That gave Detroit fight promoters a solid 
foundation to stand upon, and the pugilistic 
future in the City of Straits was assured. 
Last Tuesday night the Metropolitan Athletic 
club, the largest and most pretentious or- 
ganization of its kind in the state of Mich- 
igan, staged the Joe Gans-Mike Ward ten 
round contest to a packed house. Gans, as 
was expected, not only won but belabored 
Ward so unmercifully.that the police ser- 
geant in command ordered Referee Tim 


Hurst to stop the bout in the final round when, 
Ward was staggering helplessly around the 


ring. 

Hurst, reports say, ignored the order twice, 
and only when the sergeant mounted the 
platform to take official action did Tim pre- 
vent Gans from administering unnecessary 
punishment to his helpless and decisively 
beaten opponent. Hurst’s refusal to obey 


the orders of the police official undermined.. 


Detroit’s pugilistic foundation erected by 
its mayor less than two weeks previous. 
The same question which applies to the stop- 
page of the game in Boston applies to Detroit. 

Mayor Maybury, in his manifesto regard- 
ing the closing of the sport, said that should 
it reopen Hurst would never be permitted 
to officiate as referee while he was in office, 
and that neither Gans nor his manager, Al 
Herford, would ever again be identified with 
the sport in that city—Gans presumably be- 
cause of his color, and Herford becau fthe 
manner in which he treated members of the 
police department and some of the city offi- 
cials at the door. With Boston and Detroit 
out of the running two of the best eastern 
cities are lost to the fighters. 

Traveling west from Detroit brings us to 
St. Louis, where the fight promoters have 
been walking on thin ice for some time. Fu- 
tile attempts have been made to pull off 
fights in that town for several months with- 
out success until last Monday, when the West 
End Athletic club, by adhering to the strictly 
membership ordinance as laid-down by the 
police authoritfles, managed to pull off the Abe 
Attel-Harry Forbes twenty round contest. 
It was a good card, drew a large crowd, and 
from all accounts the hoys put up an excel- 
lent and interesting battle. Attel won with 
a knockout in the fifth round, and thereupon 
was hung the story that the contest was 
prearranged, and that Harry was to lose 
within ten rounds. 

The battle, as it was fought, did not indi- 
cate that it was a ‘‘job,”’ but the betting 
in Chicago did. On past performances the 
betting should have been even, but as all 
kinds of edds were offered that Attel would 
win and by the knockout route the affair 
looked suspicious, to say the least. Several 


days before the fight it was even money, take 


your pick, with an overabundance of Attel 
money in sight. On the day of the battle, 
however, the Attel money flooded the market, 
and as good as 3 to 1 was offered on his 
ehances. Failing to place money at that 
price that Abe would win thé decision the 
betting proposition was changed to: Attel 
to win with a knockout. This in the face 
that Harry was expected to score the knock- 
out, should one transpire, made the admirers 
of Forbes suspicious, with the result they 
did not back their opinion to the extent ex- 
pected. 

The fight may have been contested on 
straight Hnes, but the more those interested 
in it try to convince the public that it was 
the deeper they sink their feet into the mire. 
The dark brown taste the fight produced will 
require considerable flushing before eradi- 
cated sufficiently to convince local fight fol- 
lowers there was not “ 5 OPIS doing.”’ 


The edict has gone penn that colored box- 
ers will hereafter be barred from contesting 
with white wallopers in Chicago.

WAKES A DIRECT PROTEST 


SUPT. COOLEY’S APPEAL FOR PURI- 
FYING ATHLETICS. 


Head of Local High School Board Fur- 
nishes to Presidents of Eleven Uni- 
versities Proofs That Nine Students 
Have Been Admitted to College for 
Ability as Athletes Without Being 
Able to Meet Scholarship Require- 
ments of Institutions. 


Discouraged but not beaten by the action 
of the conference of the “ big nine’’ faculty 
representatives in Pooine his panacea for 
purifying high school and college athletics, 
Edwin.G. Cooley, superintendent of schools, 
yesterday resorted to the method of proced- 
ure recommended by the conference itself, 
and addressed letters of protest to the presi- 
dents and faculties of eleven universities. 


- Supt. Cooley’s communication gives proof. 


that nine students deficient in credit both 
for high school graduation and college en- 
trance have been admitted irregularly to the 
universities and colleges for the purpose of 
strengthening their athletic teams. The let- 
ter is signed. by Supt. Cooley, Spencer R. 
Smith, and George H. Rockwood, represent- 
ing the high school’ principals, 
Charles E. Boynton and Harry 8S. Keeler, 
representing the high schoo) board of athletic 
control. It was sent to the following universi- 
ties: Chicago, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Northwestern, Purdue, Wis- 
consin, Notre Dame, and Nebraska. 


Existing Methods Denounced. 


The petitioners denovnce the present meth- 
ods of reinforcing college teams, and call 
upon the university presidents and faculties 
to take a strong stand against this recruit- 
irg process, and to forbid students of the 
freshman year from competing in athletic 
contests, if they have conditions, unless they 
are regular graduates secondary 
schools. Such practices, the committee de- 
clares, will result in«the disorganization of 
the hig school system, the lowering of aca- 
demic standards of education all-over the 
country, the stunting of ambition; and the 
defeat of the main ends of college athletics. 

To prove that at least nine of the men 
mustered into the service of college trainers 
were not equipped for entrance into the 
universities on whose teams they have com- 
peted, the committee forwarded a tabulated 


‘statement, with appended comments, show- 


ing in just what particulars the colleges 
failed to live up to their requirements in 
the matter of admission credits. No names 
gre mentioned in the letter, the nine students 
- 


Fail to Meet betlane Standards. 

From .the “ statement of 
credits,” it appears that while)the number of 
credits required for high school] graduation 
is sixteen, not one of the nine athletes had 
secured that number, thirteen being the 
maximum and six the minimum credit ob- 
tained by any one of the nine. The credits 
required for admission by the several uni- 
versities varied, but in no case did the candi- 
dates have the requisite number. In the 
case of seven universities requiring fifteen 
admission credits, the ameunts presented 
by the seven athletes on entrance were: 7.5, 
8.75, 9, 9.5, 11.25, 10, and 13.25. The lad who 
entered -the university requiring forty ad- 
mission credits had only eighteen. The one 
who entered the 
whose admission~requirement was sixteen 
units, had only seven. 

After thus showing the disparity hetween 
the college requirements and the amount of 
credit actually presented by the athletic 
candidates for entrance, the committee’s 
report shows in detail in just what respects 
the colleges overlooked the _ deficiencies. 
Lists of the specific units demanded by the 
different institutions are shown, together 
with an enumeration of just what credits 
were presented. 


Glaring Cases of Deficiency. 

It appears that in several cases the hig> 
school athlete lacked credit in specific sub- 
jects required of all students in any course 
whatever. In one case the student entered 


the pharmacy department of a university, 


He -lacked two years of English and two 
years of mathematics necessary to fill the 
requirements for admission to the College of 
Liberal Arts, and out of the sixteen units de- 
manded for entrance he was able to offer 
only seven. This practice of allowing ath- 
letes to enter a division of the universities 
having a lower admission requirement than 
the College of Arts was taken up by the con- 
ference representatives an the recommenda- 
tion of Prof. Jones of Minnesota, and a reso- 
lution in favor of discontinuing it was re- 
ferred to the college boards. 

Commenting on the unfavorable showing 
of. the colleges in the matter of living up to 
their admission requirements, the committee 
explains that the discrepancy between the 
credits gained in the high school and the 
credits required for college entrance is dte to 
the fact the colleges do not recognize com- 
mercial and several other branches of study. 
The committee ridicules the contention of 
the college athletic authorities that the de- 
ficiencies pointed out. are made up in the 
summer schools or under tutors, enabling 
these candidates for the different teams to 
become eligible. 

‘¢ There Is No Short Road.”’ 

“The fallacy of such a proposition is ap- 

parent to any one knowing the value of the 


studies required for college preparation,”’ the 
letter asserts... ‘‘ There is no short road to 


thorough training for the freshman year.” 


Continuing the committee writes: 


While it is not proposes to make the entrance re- 
quirements for athletes more difficult than for 
other pupils, still to allow young men to enter 
upon college athletics under conditions much easier 
than those under which ag are permitted to 
enter athletic contests in the high schoo! is to put 
a premium upon leaving the high schools early in 
the course and in a measure also to put under 
criticism the higher standards of the high schools.. 

While this committee recognizes the difference 
between the graduation requirements of the high 
school and the entrance requirements of the various 


colleges, it rg ag that it is not only desirable 
but necessa from the standpoint of’ the pupil 
himself that, while in. the freshman year. he should 


not be allowed to enter upon college contests, ff he 
have any conditions, for ‘all contests, athletic or 
additional training or study, and 
therefore a burden to the regular work of the 

If a pupil already has conditions to make 
up it would be ost suicidal for him to attempt 
a second additional burden. 


Colleges Have Obligations. 

The obligation of the colleges to reciprocate 
for favors done them is urged by the com- 
mittee in a section of the letter, reading as 
follows: 


It has been the the high school 
authorities in Chicago to the demands of 
the colleges as to and they have 
tried to induce students to remain in our schools 
until they have satisfactorily completed a course 
for graduation before asking for admission to col- 
lege. If students are admitted who have com- 
pleted only a portion of our work the effect u 
our schools is to lower their standards of cw Go, stm 
ship and athletics and to leave the impression upon 
our students that it is sce J worth while to re- 
main in the high school until graduation. The 
colleges have not heretofore been at all backward 
in reminding us of our shortcomings. and it is the 
custom in one, at least. of the great universities 
to condition men coming from our high schools 
even if they have completed our regular high school 
course on the ground that they have not met the 
When, on top of all this, 
and their professional schools admit 
only one-half or two-thirds of the 
d, for no other ostensible reason 
the impression is 
bound to the young men that effi- 
ciency on the athletic fleld is of much more conse- 
uence than the ordinary 
the high schools were instituted, and for which 
they are supported by the public.

Proposed Abolition of Weight 
Limit in Harness Races — 
‘= Ts Opposed. 


GRAND CIRCUIT COMBINE. 


National Trotting Congress Is to 
Be Asked to Heed Wishes 
of Big Tracks. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. ] 

On Tuesday of this week the biennial con- 
gress of the National Trotting association 
will be held in New York City. . The chief sub- 
ject to be considered is the proposed changes 
in the rules agreed upon at the recent meet- 
ing of € presidents of the National and 
American associations’ the American 
Trotting Register company. 

That the action of the congress on these 


horsemen generally goes without saying, and 
I am,in receipt of information to. the effect 
that matters are not going to proceed in the 
cut and dried manner of former years. On 
the contrary, there is to be strong and in- 
telligent: opposition to at least one of the 
proposed changes—that which abolishes all 
rules regulating the weight of drivers—and 
that this opposition will be in direct line with 
the position. taken by, THE TRIBUNE, that 
the change sought to be made means the 
practical putting on the ground of Geers, 
Hudson, and others of the best drivers in 
the ‘land; and the creation of a lot of boy 
jocks who will- do an immense amount: of 
harm to the sport of harness racing. , 
Influential Tracks Combine. 

Without in any way advertising their po- 
sition in the matter the managers of several 
of the most influential tracks which form 
the grand circuit have combined to oppose | 
the proposed change, and it is believed, ‘by 
information already received by them from 
other tracks, that there is no doubt they 
will be stfong enough in the congress to pre- 
vent the nonsensical action which the rules 
committee will recommend. 

** Let me tell you how the abolition of the 
weight rule would work,” said a prominent 
horseman the other day.: ‘‘ Suppose, for in- 
stance, that in dn important race, Geers, 
with his 180 pounds, had a horse which, other 
things being equal or nearly so, was the best’ 
of the field. This horse, we will say, is a 
2:10 performer. Now, in the race there is 
another horse—an easy going, good headed 
thing of the type one often sees in the Elec- 
tioneer family, which needs no driving fur- 
ther than that the man in the sulky sit stil 
and hold the reins taut. That horse is driven 
by a youth weighing perhaps 120 pounds, or : 
This feather- 
weight driver can use a twenty-five pound 
sulky with as much safety to himself as 
Geers secures with one that weighs fifteen 
pounds more, 

Difference of Seventy-five Pounds. 

“This ‘makes the difference between the 
rig and driver pulled by the two horses a cool 
seventy-five pounds, and that means about 
two seconds in a mile, so that the good man- 
nered 2:12 horse driven by the feather would 
would be equal to the 2:10 trotter behind 
which Geers sat. There is fio -use talking 
about weight not cutting any figure where 
the pneumatic sulky is used. I see that ar- 
gument has been put forward by at least one 
of the journals devoted to the horse, but it is 
Weight is.everythirg in racing. 
It does not count for so much, relatively, 
when the pneumatic tire sulky is used as in 
the case of the old high whee! vehicle, to be 
sure, but it counts all the same, and all the 
time. 

“ To abolish the weight rule would mean a 
crop of mushroom drivers, boys in years, 
stature, and intellect, and-between their bad 
training methods, their ignorance of the finer 
points of driving, and their certain reckless- 
ness, they would have the harness turf in a 
state of chaos in less_than sixty days. No 
wonder the managers of some of the best 
tracks are going to makea protest in the con- 
gress, and it will be a sorry day for the busi- 
ness if heed_is not paid to t they say on 
the subject éf boy drivers versug men. This 
weight rule, and the changes proposed to be 


placed, are about the only matters of real 
importance that will come before the con- 
gress. Moving up the distance flag as pro- 
posed will be all right, because it will tend 
to lessen the amount of laying up, and con- 
sequent cheating that can be pened 
by skillful but-unscrupulous drivers.’ 7 


Grand Circuit May Secede. 

Another man, one who is behind the scenes 
on all important matters pertaining to the 
trotting turf, said to me: ‘“ The tracks com- 
posing the grand circujt are going to take a 
hand in that congress, although they are 
But I know that 
a conference of representatives of the grand 
circuit tracks has been arranged for next 
Monday night In New York City and that at 
that gathering certain new rules and changes 
in present rules will be formulated and pre- 
sented to the congress when it meets the 
next day, with a polite intimation that their 
adoption is what the grand circuit wants, 
and, if satisfactory action is not taken, the 
tracks which dot the country from Detroit to 
Boston, and extend as far south as Memphis, 


far as those certain rules are concerned, cut 
loose from the National Trotting a ia- 
tion or any other association of like char- 
acter which does not favor them. 

**I think you will see this program carried 
out to the letter. There is an agreement be- 
tween the National and American associa- 
tions that if the National, at its meeting next 
‘Luesday, adopts the proposed rules, a special 
congress of the American association, to be 
held in March, will be called, and the same 
changes made in the American rules. This 
will be necessary to prevent trouble for 
horsemen making stake entries on tracks be- 
longing to both bodies. But If, after consid- 
eration, it is decided by the National con- 
gress that the ‘catch weight ’ rule shall not 
be adopted, no action concerning it will be 
taken by the American association, although 
that body will join in any changes the Na- 
tional may make as to otherrules.”’ 

Rise of Millerd Sanders. 

Millard Sanders is almost certain to be 
one of the central figures in the trotting 
arena next season. As the driver of Lou 
Dillon, which is expected to do some wonder- 
ful feats in the line of trials against time 
to various styles of hitch, Sanders -would 
naturally be largely in the public eyes, but 
aside from the' Billings mare he is more than 
likely to have some colt trotters.which will 
command the attention of breeders and horse- 
by their performances, and if they come 
up to present expectations Sanders willmake 
a reputation with a class of men from whom 
will come many valuable patrons. 

Curiously enough, although Sanders has to 
his credit six yearling trotters and pacers 
with records of 2:30 or better, four of the 
performances being world’s records when 
made. all his brilliant work was done in 
California, and it was not until he came east 
three years ago with Dolly Dillon and Janice 
and marked both of the mares better than 
2:10 that he began to get any reputation in 
this part of the country. Then Lou Dillon 
made his name known everywhere, and one 

result of the chestnut mare’s work was to. 
call the attention of John H. Shults, a 
wealthy Brooklyn.breeder, to Sanders and 
his training methods. Last November, when 
Sanders took Lou Dillon from New York 
to Memphis for the winter, Mr. Shults sent

NATIONAL COMMISSION TO SETTLE 
SUNDAY GAME QUESTION. 


Magnates Will Hold Session on Thurs- 
day and Controversy Over Contests 
at Ridgewood Park in New York 
Will Probably Be Brought to an 
Bnd—President Johnson Has Task 
to Convince National Leaguers of 
Young Organization’s Rights.

/ With organized baseball extended to the 


Pacific coast once more, the next move on( 


the winter schedule for the magnates is the 
settlement of the controversy over Sunday 
games in New York, and the meeting of the 
national commission in this city on Thurs- 
day for that purpose will make Chicago the 
center of baseball interestagain. While the 

have been out in California for 
their own health and that of the game, the 
Ridgewood problem has been allowed to rest 
temporarily and there are few angles not 
already known which may be expected to 
crop out at the conference here. 

Ban Johnson, Garry Hermann, and Harry 
Pulliam constitute the tribunal which will 
havé to decide this question, and it is prob- 
ably the most peculiar situation that a trib- 
unal ever faced. All thré& of its members 
have already stated their positions regard- 
ing the matter in dispute, and both of the 
National league members are arrayed 
against the American league. It will be Ban 
Johnson's task, therefore, to convince them 
of their error, or else yield to,the inevitable, 
rather than provoke an unnecessary war 
through an act which will be construed into 
violating the national agreement. 

If the commission were made up of any 
other men in the National league there would 
be little use “in holding the meeting at all, 
but Garry Hermann is too fair and square 
& sportsman to maintain a position if it can 
be shown him that he is wrong in it, and it 
is in that spirit of fairness that the Amer- 
lean league rests its chances of playing Sun- 

y games in New York this year. Frank 

li of the New York American league 
élub will be here to present his claims, and 
it is expectéd Ebbets of the Brooklyn club 
will also attend to push his protest, although 
the Brooklynite will be busy with his bow!l- 
ing interests in Cleveland the greater part 
of this week. ; 

The fact that the Brooklyn club started 
out with the intention of playing Sunday 
games on the grounds now secured by the 
New York American league club, makes 
Farrell's position stronger and Ebbets’ pro- 
test look weaker, because if a ‘‘ New York ”’ 
club cannot play baseball anywhere in New 
York under the national agreement, what 
right would a Brooklyn club have to go out 
of the borough in which it is located to 
establish a new plant? 


While a decision adverse to the American 
league in the matter would be a serious blow 
to that league, it would not be so because of 
the mere loss of Sunday receipts in New 
York: At best the Sunday baseball proposi- 
tion is a doubtful one here in the west, where 
public sentiment favors it. Western clubs 
can play Sunday games without losing any 
of the standing with the better class of pat- 
rons which is necessary to the success of the 
game. But it is doubtful if the actual re- 
ceipts of a season are any greater in Chicago, . 
for instance, including Sunday games, than 
they Would be without them. The great ma- 
jority of the fans who are employed and una- 
ble to attend week day games without loss 
of time wait for Sundays, and if Sunday 
proves rainy or inclement they wait for the 
following Sunday, and so on. Whatever spare 
time they can get during a week day after- 
noon is devoted to some other amusement, 


with the result that Sunday games are over- 


crowded, patrons are obliged to put up with 
poor accommodations unless they reach the 
grounds long before the game begins, and 
often a great part of the crowd gets a poor 
view of the contest. If there were no Sunday 
games, the great majority of these Sunday 
crowds would be distributed through the 
week. Only a small minority is so situated 
that Sunday is the only possible day to attend 
games, and that minority could be accom- 
modated by the holiday dates. This is true 
in the east, and baseball fans there work the 
Same as here. 

However, Sunday games are apparently a 
permanent fixture in the west, and the only 
idea in bringing out these points is to show 
that it would not be a serious loss to the 
American |! e if it were prevented from 
Playing the folrteen games it desires in New 
York. The real blow from an adverse de- 
Sision on the question would result from the 
mecessary interpretation of the agreement 
that the American league is restricted to the 
borough of Manhattan for all purposes, and 
the dangers which such an interpretation 
would give rise to. It would put the younge- 
league in a bad position, if the desperate 
measures of the National league to destroy 
the present plant on Washington Heights 
should ever be crowned with success. That 
would meean the abandonment of New York 
entirely, according to that ruling, for it 
would prevent the American league remov- 
ing its plant to the Bronx or any other por- 
ae of Greater New York and renewing the 

ar. 


It is becoming more and more apparent 
with each turn of the kaleidoscope that the 
National league intends to concentrate its 
fight against the American league in New 
York this year in the hope that the weaker 
clubs may be able to weather the season on 
the receipts expected at the polo grounds. 
it is significant that the New York club 
fs being strengthened at the expense of 
weaker clubs, and the Intention seems to be 
to land a pennant winning team at the polo 
grounds this year for the purpose of enhanc- 
ing the interest there. The transfer of 
Dahlen from the Brooklyn club in exchange 
for Cronin and Babb, who were weak mem- 
bers of McGraw’s aggregation last season, 
treated considerable comment at the. ime 
because it was so unusual for “ Foxy Ned” 
Hanlon to get the worst of a baseball trade. 
This was followed by the announcement that 
Sheckard, the crack outfielder, was also to 
be transferred across the Brooklyn bridge, 
but it raised such a how! all along the line 
that the deal was sidetracked temporarily 
and at present Sheckard is signed to a 
Brooklyn contract, but it is the expectation 
that he will be found alongside of Bresnahau 
before the season of 1904 is old. 


_ In this dicker to strengthen New York 
there are two magnates who do not figure. 
Garry Hermann and James A. Hart have

Under the conditions the coast league can- 
not take players from the major leagues until 
such players are released, The only diffi- 
culty, so far as the majors are concerned, lies 
in the possibility of disputes over players 
claimed by a California and a big league 
club. The case of First Baseman Dillon is an 
illustration: The minor leagues may object 
to having their classification of leagues set 
aside for the sake of the Californians, but in 
so doing will be splitting hairs for a mere 
matter of pride or sentiment. It cannot make 
any monumental difference to the minors if 
another class is added to their present ar- 
rangement, although {t may entail consider- 
able revision of constitution and bylaws if 
it is intended to have the California league 
become a member of the Minor Leagues’ as- 
sociation. This’ does not appear on the sur- 
face of the returns. It will be better for the 
minors to let the California league draft or 
buy the few players it takes from this side 
of the Rockies rather than get them for noth- 
ing as at present. Only so many players can 
be taken from a minor league club, anyway, 
by draft, and it matters little to the club own- 
ers where such players go so long as they get 
the draft or purchase price for them. 

The consummation of the truce is due al- 
most entirély to the efforts of President Hart 
of the Chicago National league club, who 
has been working on ‘the plans ever since 
peace was effected in the rest of the baseball 
world. He met many disappointments and 
obstacles all along the way, but was not dis- 
couraged by poor success at the start and 
kept’ everlastingly at it, after every one else 
had passed it up as a bad job. The final 
success which seems already in sightis a 
tribute to his pertinacity and tact and means 
much to the welfare of baseball in general. 
So long as there was an “ outlaw" league 
in existence, no matter how remote or how 
weak it might be, the ideal of organized base- 
ball was impossible. With the California 
league open to even a few disgruntled play- 
ers from the east, absolute control of the 
players by club managers and owners was 
not possible. The number which might actu- 
ally turn “‘ outlaw ’’ in a season would be in 
significant, of course, but no manager could 
be sure that his particular thorn would not 
be one of them and gs0 cripple his team in an 
important position, without chance to re- 
place him perhaps. No manager wants to 
keep a disgruntjed player if he can help it, 
but sometimes it is necessary until a new 


. man can be found and developed. 


Meanwhile it is less than a month to the 
time for the gathering of the clans, and the 
truce with the Californians will doubtless 
last that length of time, so that managers 
can get their men together, and once together 
it requires stronger temptations to make a 
player. desert a club than before he has 
joined it. 


PRAISES WHITE STOCKING CAMP. 


Ted Sullivan Tells of Advantages of 
Marlin Springs, Tex., as Training 
Ground for Players. 


Ted Sullivan says: “If I had looked the 
United States over for a spring training 
ground for a ball club, I do not believe I 
could have found a spot I would pick ahead 
of Marlin Springs, Tex., twenty miles south 
of Waco. Comiskey asked me last Decem- 
ber when I was coming to Texas to pick him 
out a place totrain. I met a man in Dalias, 
who told me he left his crutches at Marlin; 
that he went there suffering with rheu- 
matism. 

“I took a run down to Marlin to see if his 
statement was of the long distance, rainbow 
variety, and I found the ideal spot for train- 
ing grounds. The place has a magnificent 
hotel. Adjoining this is a beautiful nata- 
torlum equipped with hot sulphur and .all 
kinds of baths, with attendants ready to 
make the cripple walk and the dyspeptic eat. 
The ball grounds here are on even surface 
and are only four blocks from the hotel. 

“ This is the spot I selected for the Chicago 
American league club. I have also advised 
Joe Cantillon to come on and train at the 
same time with Comiskey’s team. If he 
does, his team will make another fine start 
in the race, and it will take some time and 
lots of good ball playing to head them.’’—St. 
Louls Sporting News.

Cat- 
lin and Kelly will be able to take care of the 
hurdles. Cahill is a strong man for the half, 
and last week he proved his ability by set- 
ting a new track record in the quarter of 
‘36%. Whoever runs for Chicago in the 
quarter will have to hurry, forin “‘ Tommy ” 
Pebbles, the First regiment runner, the Illini 
have a man of excellent caliber. ; 

In the half McCully of Illinois is a strong 
man and may succeed in winning this event 
for the state university. Fred Hall will have 
to take care of the mile and the two mile, 
with Larimer a strong opponent in the latter 
Allen, a distance man at Chica- 
go, will probably be given a chance to show 
his mettle in one or both of these events. 

It is in the field events that Chicago’s ad- 
mitted weakness lies, as in most of these 
events good men are woefully lacking. In 
the shot, howeyer, with Maxwell and Catlin 
both eompeting, the maroons should capture 
most of the points. Rothgeb’s best work 
this season has not come up to Maxwell's 
showing in the First regiment meet. In the 
high jump and the pole vault Stagg has no 
men of ability, and unless Illinois displays 
a similar lack of material the events are like- 
ly to go to the Champaign athletes.

GOSSIP OF MICHIGAN ATHLETES. 


Track Work Stops for Two Weeks to 
Allow Men to Prepare for Ex- 
aminations. 


Ann Arbor,.Mich., Feb. 6.—[{Special. ]—The 
Michigan track team has stopped training 
for two weeks, owing to the midyear exam- 
{nations and the annual junior hop, the last 
dance the athletes will enjoy until summer. 
The team will go into training again on Feb. 
15 and have its first meet five days later. 

In trials held before the break in training 
Capt. Kellogg, Michigan's distance runner, 
proved himself a sprinter in a class with the 
champions. He circled Michigan’s running 
track in 13% seconds, the best record ever 
made on this track being 18%. Thecdaptain's 
friends doubt the official watch which gave 
Kellogg this record, but it is probably true. 

The windows inclosing the running track 
have been barred with heavy wooden beams 
to safeguard the lives of the runners. Many 


men have fallen through these windows, 


which stand a few feet from the curved 
track, and when stopping sprinters often 
stepped off the track at this point, where 
the grade is steep. Stepping upon the flat 
floor they found themselves unable to stop, 
or to follow the curve of the track, and were 
hurled against the wall. Last week a fresh- 
man cut an artery in his arm. 

Trainer Fitzpatrick is disappointed in his 
quarter milers. Only big-men, he says, ever 
become great quarter milers, for short run- 
ners do not have enough strength or mo- 
mentum for the finish.. Two of the smallest 
men on the team, Rebstock and Norcross, are 
the only quarter milers in the university, 
though a Chicago boy nearer the right size, 
Albert E. Reiland, a freshman, last week 
followed the old quarter mile men closely. 
Ralston, the big six footer, a member of last 
year’s track team, who was developing rap- 
idly, has left college to work. 


Baseball Work Starts at Notre Dame. 

Notre Dame, Feb. 6.—[Special.]—The baseball 
candidates had their first practice of the season 
last Monday, and since then the spacious gym- 
nasium is turned over to them for an hour.everw 


afternoon. Contrary to expectations, the squad is 


a small one, only twenty men having reported.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 6.—{Special. ]—Fresh- 
men at the University of Michigan are yearly 
growing smaller in stature and girth, and weaker 
in strength. Trainer Fitzpatrick, who measures 
every freshman class both at the beginning and 
end of the year, is authority for this statement. 
He attributes the cause solely to the increasing 
youth of freshmen, due to the greener age at which. 
high school pupiis secure diplomas. According to 
all college traditions the freshman of twenty to 
forty years ago was younger than he Is now, and 
men graduated at 17 to 20 years ofage. This proof 
of increasing youth nowaday, Mr. Fitzpatrick has 
not fixed on any one set of muscles, but on average 
development, comparing the present class with 
freshmen of the last twenty years.

Ten 
went to the post because it looked as if any 
of the best selling platers of the requisite 
age and sex would haveachance. Garnett 
Ferguson's Miss Betty was thought to out- 
class the field a little, and, having worked 


fairby well, she was made favorite, and was 


backed with some confidence. But she met 
a good deal of interference, and had to run 
the best race to finish third. Mrs. Coffey’s 
Anirad, that just beat her for the place, cut 
her off badly three furlongs from home, and 
might have been disqualified. 


Cap and Gown a Surprise. 


Cap and Gown, the winner, was not regard- 
ed as a probable starter three days before 
the race. The Thursday morning before the 
Oaks day “‘ Doc” Rowell took her out and 
worked her the full distance—a mile and a 
furlong—which she covered in 1:56 with her 
weight up, much to his surprise. As she was 
none the worse for the workout, Rowell) 
wisely engaged Johnny Daly to ride, and the 
result exceeded his expectations. She was 
backed by a few horsemen and their friends, 
but went to the post at 7 to 1. Rowell did 
not bet on her, being satisfied to stake his 
$50 starting fee against the first money, 
which was $2,400.

In the list will be ten thor- 
oughbreds, which include the following well 
known antmals: ‘The Picket, Santon, Jason, 
Shooting Star, and other high class per- 
formers, as well as a number of promising 2 
year olds. Thus it is that The Picket, the 
great Derby winner and conqueror of Afri- 
cander, will receive his spring preparation 
here and will race during the coming spring 
meeting at the downs. 

Trainer Reid says Middleton & Jungbluth 
have made no plans for the coming season. 
In fact, they will make no plans until they 
see how ‘their horses stand training during 
the spring. The Picket and Santon are en- 
tered in the big eastern handicaps. It can 
be stated, however, that the local firm has 
no idea of starting the son of Falsetto in the 
Brooklyn handicap. The present plan is to 
start him in the Suburban, which is run later, 
but the winner of the American Derby is 
also entered in the $50,000 World's Fair handi- 
cap to be run at St. Louis, and the condition 
of the colt will determine which big race he 
will startin. Santon is also well entered, and 
it is known the stable thinks well of him, and 
he will probably be coupled with The Picket 
whenever the latter faces the barrier in any 
of the rich events.

ANNUAL SESSION OF THE U.S. G. A. 
NEXT THURSDAY. 


Ticket Headed by G. Herbert Windeler 
of Boston for President Will Be 
Elected Without Opposition — Dis- 
cussion Will Be Over the Methods 
of Playing the Amateur Champion- 

' ship—West te Be Well Represented 
on the Board of Directors. ' 


From the amount of preliminary gosstp 
that has been indulged in\by the golfers of 
the country, the annual meeting of the Unit- 
ed States Golf association, to be held Thurs 
Gay evening in New York promises inter- 
esting developments. The meeting will be 
the ninth since the organization was founded. 

In order to get the various propositions 
into presentable shape for the meeting 
proper, a special session of the executive 
committee will be held in the afternoon at 
& o’clock. So everything, it is expected, will 
move with expedition in the main session 
of the delegates in the evening. The selec- 
tions of the nominating committee will be 
chosen without dissent, as in former years. 
An opposition ticket or an opposition candli- 
date is unknown in U. 8. G. A. annals. . 

The full ticket to be eleeted is as follows: 
G. Herbert Windeler, Boston, for re@lection 
to the presidency; Edward P. Martin, Chi- 
cago, and Adrian H. Larkin, New York, vice 
presidents; W. Fellowes Morgan, New York, 
secretary; and Samuel Y. Heebner, Phila- 
delphia, for re@lection as treasurer, Fred 
S. James of Glen View and Danie! Chauncey 
cf the Dyker Meadow Golf club of Brooklyn 
are named for committeemen. , 


West Well Represented 

The west thus far has two of the seven 
members of the executive committee, and 
if, as is proposed, the executive committee 
be increased from seven to nine, the west 
may have one of the two additional members. 
Doubtless the organization would be more 
truly national in scope if a member of a club 


in the Southern, Transmississippi, or Pacific. 


Coast Golf associations were to be chosen 
to the executive committee, but to date no 
club in any of these associations has been 
admitted to associate membership, and no 
one can be an officer unless he bélongs to an 
associate club. Possibly clubs will be ad- 
‘mitted for the express purpose of javing a 


committeeman chosen. 


Oppose All-Match System. 

In its circular letter to the clubs the U. 8S. 
G. A. states that the manner of playing the 
amateur championship will come up again 
for discussion. Travis, Macdonald, and 
other players of skill and abundant experi- 
ence are opposed to the all match system 
tried at Nassau last year, and the advocates 
of the Briti system will probably find it 
hard te have it retained. The fact 
that the Metropolitan Golf association at its 
annual meeting voted for the qualifying 
round for its championship is evidence that 
the New Yorkers’ sentiment, at least, is 
toward the American system. 

Vice President Hdward P. Martin has al- 
ways been a stanch advocate for the British 
system, however, and as it worked in an un- 
questionably satisfactory manner in the 
western amateur championship at Cleveland 
last year, when close matches and hair rais- 
ing finishes developed every day, in spite of 
the random draw, he is not without ammuni- 
tion to help his argument. 1h the national 
championship at Nassau, too, Travis un- 
questionably the best player outside of the 
professional ranks in the country today, won 
the title. So the all-match system at least 
has not brought about any false results. 


Points for Medal Play. 


Upon the other hand, the advocates of the 
American system argue that medal play is 
as much a part of the game of golf as is 
match play; that the quickest way to weed 
out a field otherwise unwieldy is to have 
all travel a certain route and let those who 
do their work best survive for the remainder 
of the tourney, and that in Great Britain, 
where the all-match system always has pre- 
vailed, many of the leading players are se- 
riously tonsidering the introduction of the 
American system. 

Not the least of their arguments is that, 
once the field of thirty-two or sixty-four 
is selected by the medal play round and 
the draw made, the players remaining are 
men of known caliber, whereas in the all- 
match system strong players may be up 
against easy men for several rounds, put- 
ting those who have hard roads to travel 
at a distinct disadvantage. All the argu- 
ments, pro and con, will doubtless be 
thrashed out in the meeting of the dele- 
gates. 

It may be that the “ choice score ’’ system 
of Dr. McPherson of St. Andrews will re- 
ceive favorable mention. This in brief is 
the determination of a field of thirty-two 
by having each entrant play two eighteen 
hole rounds and selecting his best figure 
for each individual hole, his net total for 
eighteen holes constituting his qualifying 
score. This system has merit, in that mis- 
takes itn one round may be atoned for in 
the second, so that luck Is reduced to a min- 
{fmum, and the really expert players will not 
fail to qualify because of one or two bad 


holes, as proved the case in the qualifying 
round at Glen View in 1902.

kee Proves a Failure. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

“ Tobe " Brodeftick, who died the other day, 
was well known to Chicago horsemen of the 
older generation and well liked for his genial 
ways and ready wit. 

“Tobe ’’ was a Massachusetts Yankee, and 
something like thirty-five years ago, when, 
‘a mere boy,\he manifested a good deal of in- 
terest in trotters, putting in pretty much all 
his spare hours, as he has often told me, 
hanging: about livery stables on the chance 
of being allowed to assist in “* hitching up ”’ 
a team. Occasionally he was given a smail 
job of driving to do, and it was not long until 
he drifted to the old time Boston racetracks 
in search of employment. 

It was at this stage of his career that the 
big, good natured youth attracted the atten- 
tion of ‘‘ Jock ’’ Bowen, a famous New Eng- 
land driver of those days and‘ as distinct a 
character in his way as the harnessturf ever 
prodyeed.. Bowen spent the earlier years of 
his life as a sailor, and a generation after he 
‘had abandoned the sea and taken to training 
trotters, he was the typical old salt in looks 
Broderick rubbed horses for 
Bowen a few seasons, but, while an indus- 
trious sort of boy and the soul of good na- 
ture, he never seemed to get ahead much in 
the driving line. Finally he quit Boston and 
went to New York, where, after various 
vicissitudes, he entered the employ of the 
late Robert Bonner, already famous as the 
owner of Dexter, the world’s champion: 


Work for Robert Bonner. | 

To one who knew both “ Tobe’ and Mr. 
Bonner it would appear certain they would 
never get along together, and yet it was only 
a few months ago that Broderick, talking 
with me of his early days, said Mr. Bonner 
was in some respects the best man he ever 
was awful,’ stuttered 
“the way he would make you 
When a horse came in from the road, 
or a spin on the Bonner racetrack, near Tar- 
rytown, it was not a case of ‘a lick anda 
promise,’ as‘is too often the case. 
That horse had to be put away 
with more care than the average grand cir- 
cuit performer of today getsin the best train- 
And Mr. Bonner was right there, 
too, seeing that the job was properly done.

Everything had to be done exactly as Mr. 
Bonner wanted it, and many a weary night 
have I put in walking, and rubbing, and 
bandaging a horse that looked to me to bein 
proper shape for a box stall a full hour be- 
fore I was given the opportunity to put him

At one time Broderick had a pack of hunting 
dogs—at least he said they were hunting 
dogs—and his idea was to give exhibitions 
rof deer chasing with them.* Milwaukee was 
one of the first places on “* Tobe’s”’ daté’ 
list, but, after he had hired’ the old Cold 
Spring racetrack for his’ exhibition, billed 
the town to a finish, and so worked up the 
newspapers that they were giving him col-

His Trotting Mule.

AUTO TOUR THE FAIR 


OWNERS OF MACHINES PLAN A 
JOINT TRIP TO ST. LOUIS. 


Illinois Roads Are Favorable to the 

' Idea, Which Is Now Being Formu- 
lated by Local Enthusiasts—Auto- 
mobile Road Maps of This State and 
Wisconsin to Appear—Motor Cycles 
Gaining a Good Share of Popularity 
-—Oldfield Tells of Escapes. 


of the annual Chicago automobile show yes- 
terday and the successful start given. the 
exhibition by the local enthusiasts and own- 
ers of the horseless carriage gave the ad- 
herents of the game about all they could do 
last week. The results of the efforts made 
were more than evident at the Coliseum, and 
this city can be given credit for putting on 


exhibit one of the greatest automobile dis-— 


plays that has been seen. 

Chicago as an automobile city is showing 
a remarkable expansion, and it is not beyond 
the bounds of possibility that by this sum- 
mer there will be as many automobiles in 
Chicago as in the metropolis of the east. 
There seems to be no doubt as to the pop- 
ularity of the horseless carriage, and the 
local admirers will be able to discover a 
machine to their liking in the many that wil 
be on exhibition. 


Plan Tour to St. Louis Fair. 


Chicago automobilists are planning to at- 
tend the fair of the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position at St. Louis in touring cars next 
summer, and if the plan goes through there 
will be an exodus from this city of a large 
number of owners of machines. The matter 
was brought up at a meeting of automobil- 
ists a few days ago, and while no definite 
plans can be announced at this early date it 
is more than likely the scheme will meet 
with considerable favor. The formation of 
parties to make the trip was discussed, and 
as the larger machines can accommodate 
anywhere from four to eight persons it is 
likely many parties may be organized. 

The discussion of these trips brought up 
the roads question, but it is not likely there 
will be much difficulty on this score. The 
roads through Illinois are in excellent shape 
and are better than in most of the western 
states, although those in New England are 
the best in the country. 8. C. Wheeler, a 
civil engineer, contemplates the drafting of 
a map of the state of Illinois, the main 
feature of which will be the location of the 
various roads. The map will be of such size 
that there will be little difficulty in locating 
the ways by which an automobile can travel. 
In addition, the roads will all be marked, 
showing the grades and the different soil to 
be encountered. Some of the roads are of 
clay, while others ar@sandy. A similar map 
will be made of Wisconsin. 


Interest in Motor Cycling. 


Considerable interest is being shown these 
days in the new motor bicycles. The old 
spirit of bicycling is not entirely dead, and 
this new form of bicycie has a double attrac- 
tion in that it furnishes the means for grati- 
tying the desire to motor, while it also ful- 
fills the desire to, in a measure, continue the 
sport which once claimed so many devotees. 

Motor bicycles have not, in this country, 
attained the popularity which is theirs in 
England and continental Europe, but there 
is reason to believe they will ‘soon be taken 
up. At first motor bicycles were so heavy, 
cumbersome, and of such: experiemental 
character that most people were-backward in 
investing money in them. Now their prac- 
ticability has been assured, and much of the 
timidity which first churacterized the motor 
bicycle market has worn off. 

The impression has been dissipated that 
motor bicycles are dangerous. During the 
early days of the game the public was afraid 
vf these little machines, on account of the 
fact that,. while so smali, they possessed the 
power and speed of an automobile. It has 
been the persevering demonstration of a few 
enthusiasts that has convinced people that a 
motor bicycle is a practical instrument of 
transportation, and that its advantages for 
touring and other cross country riding are 
many. Hence the previous assertion that 
this year will see a more general adoption of 
motor bicycies. 


Changes in the Machines. 


Then, again, not only has the practicabil- 
ity of the motor bicycle been. shown but 
the machines themselves during the last 
year or two have been developed wonder- 
fully, the development being along the lines 
of safety and convenience. For instance, 
the motor bicycle of 1904, such as shown 
at the Chicago show, presents such features 
as handle -bar control, whereby the rider of 
the machine can regulate all of the functions 


of the motor and of the bicycle itself with- 


out removing his hands from the handle bar. 
The spring frame and the spring front 
wheel fork have been made a part of the 
modern bicycle in a practical manner, and 


-have been found to be desirable features. 


A spring frame was a luxury in bicycles. 
In a motor bicycle it is almost a necessity 
because, in addition to the jar from the 
road, the motor bicycle has also the vibra- 
tion of the motor to be accounted for: hence 
double cushioning of both ends of the ma- 
chine is popularizing motor cycles. The

Oldfield’s Narrow Escapes. 


Barney Oldfield, the old bicycle rider, who 
probably more than any other driver of 
speeding machines has-made new records, 
has had many remarkable escapes from 
death in his record rides. Oldfield says of his 
experiences: ¥ 

* Although I have driven automobiles in 


.track races 150 separate miles in less than a 
minute, I have had only two narrow es- 
capes from death. The only time I was in. 


real danger was at Detroit in September last, 
when a tire broke on my machine. I was 
then going at a speed of less than a minute 
to the mile. The machine swerved and went 


through the fence, kiting one man and badly 


injuring another... I thought then I would 


pe killed. Suddenly as the accifent had hap- 


pened I saw my danger, I realized thatif ine 
machine struck one of the trees that were 
directly in my path I would probably be 
killed. It came to me like a flash, and as 
quickly realized that if I threw myself 
backward*and took the chance of breaking 
my legs when the machine struck I might not 
receive fatal injuries. I let go the controler, 
leaned backward, and let the machine go. 
It bounded through the fence, throwing the 
boards and posts in all directions, and did 
strike one of the trees, but I escaped 
with only a broken rib. I was greatly 
grieved that the pogr fellow who stood in the 


way was killed, but the accident was entirely 


unforeseen and could hardly have been 
avoided. I am sure it was due to no care- 
lessness on my part. 


Blinded by the Sun. 


‘‘ At San Diego, Cal., on Thanksgiving day, 
I‘had another narrow escape. Just as I was 
making a turn on the track, going west, 
the setting sun caught me full in the eyes 
and blinded me for an instant. I could see 
nothing, and had not the course of the ma- 
chine carried me out of the direct rays of 
the sun within a second or two I would have 
crashed into a big pile of dirt, and that prob- 
ably would have been the end of me. I was 
only lucky; that was all.”’ | 

To any one who has seen Oldfield in a race 
his statement that nerve is the chief quali- 
fication of a racing man will not be surpris- 
ing. When he comes down the track, past 
the grand stand, at a speed of less than a 
minute to the mile, with one hand upon the 
steering wheel and the other clutching the 
frame of the machine, with his shoulders 
hunched forward, his Zoggle covered eyes 


apparently set, his face bearing a hard, 


strained look, and thickly coated with dust, 
while his hair streams out behind, he looks 
like a veritable demon—a thing without 
nerves or sensation of any sort. 


Main Thing Is Nerve. 


“Yes,” said Oldfield, “the main thing is 
nerve, but the successful driver must also 
have long training and experience. He must 
understand his machine thoroughly, know 
how to control its every movement, and. 


above all, have a true and steady eye, and 
know what to do in amy emergency which 
may arise. 

“He must work up to automobile racing 
gradually. I began as a boy of 15, @ 1893, 
to ride in bicycle races, and that is’ where 
‘I received my preliminary training. That 
was where I got my nerve and learned to 
use my eyes accurately in judging distance. 
Did I have any~ narrow escapes as a bicycle 
rider? No, I don’t believe I wag ever in 
danger of being killed, although my collar 
bone was broken twice in one season, and 
several of my ribs were smashed. But those 
accidents did not count. Bicycle racing is 
not dangerous in the sense that automobile 
racing is. The wheel riders used th mix 


up and come together in a general spill, but } 


I don’t recall one who was killed in‘an actual 


race. 
Sport Is Too Dangerous. 


“ As“to the future of automobile racing. 
Well, I. am inclined to believe it is becoming 
too dangerous to continue in popularity. 
Machines are being made bigger and more 
powerful all the time. The limit of safety 
has almost been reached. They may get a 
machine that can make a mile in thirty-five 
seconds, hut nobody can be found who can 
successfully drive such a maching. . Just 
think of turning loose upon a track, for in- 


‘stance, a@ machine with engines having 180 
horse power. Why, if such a machine were 


given its full speed, nobody could tell where 
or when it would stop. Plenty of men with 


nerve enough to drive it would offer their ’ 


services, probably, but the chances’are that 
every one who‘ cut ’ the machine loose would 
be killed. The main element of danger is the 
breaking of tires. That comes from the fric- 
tion, and the greater the weight and power 
of the machine the worse the friction; conse- 
quently, the greater the danger. Then other 
things are likely to break when all kinds of 
freak machines are entered in races. That 
is why I think track racing for automobiles 
will be a short lived sport.” , 

Oldfield does not deny the current report 
that he earned $35,000 during the last seasom 
“I am in the business,” he said, ‘‘ to make 
money. I am now the champion, but some 
day some other fellow will come along with a 


phenomenal performance, and that will be | 


the end of me. No, I have not lost any of my 
nerve because of accidents I have been in: 


neither have I gained any nerve. When m 
nerve gives out, if it does, I shall quit.’’ “f

the king’s wardrobe, this is the most fool- 
ish. The king cértainly has a large stock of 
clothes, and it is seldom that the king when 
on the continent, is seen wearing the same 
suit, which may have given rise to so absurd 
a report, but his clothes are never discarded 
after being once worn unless, as sometimes 
happens, he doesn't like them. ; 


At Least ThreeSuits a Day. 2 

The king never assumes fewer than three 
suits of clothes every day. When he rises 
he puts on an easy fitting lounging suit of 
black, navy blue, or dark mixture. Later, if 
he is going to shoot, he dons a brown tweed 
sporting costume, with his favorite tyrolean 
hat and feather.. If his majesty has been 
subjected to any great exertion during his 
outing he undergoes on his return a system 
of massage and then dresses for dinner. 

So if the king made it a rule never to wear 
the same sult twice a simple calculation 
shows that he would require no fewer than 
1,095 suits in the course of a year, which

Has 200 Suits of Clothes. 


The king undoubtedly has the largest ward- 
robe of any monarch in the world. At Wind- 
sor, at Buckingham palace, and at Sandring- 
ham the king has a total of 200 suits of all 
kinds, besides nearly a hundred hats and 
caps. He has, moreover, a splendid selection 
of fur lined overcoats. | 

It may be added that for morning wear the 
king at present favors a trousers pattern 
with a thin vertical stripe. The white vest 
slip, which he lately made fashionable, has 
been discarded. He also likes velvet collars 
on his overcoats.

don’s congested streets is a problem the au- 
thorities long have tried to solve, and some 
novel proposals were made to deal with 
the difficulty when the London traffic com- 
mission met this week. 

The only way to solve it, said Mr. Charles 
Scott Meik, was by making new roads. Twa 
great arterial thoroughfares, running from 
north to south and from east to west, were of 
first importance. They should pass as close- 
ly as possible to the large railway termini! 
and other congested centers. Special pro- 
vision should be made for through traffic and 
automobiles. — 


Wants Streets Double Decked. 
Mr. Meik suggested a double decked con- 
struction of roads, the upper deck being re- 


biles, and the lower for slower and heavier 
traffic. To reach the upperdéck certain sec- 
ondary streets should be connected with it. 
The doubledecked road should be within a 
four mile radius. A suspended railway run- 
ning along the new thoroughfares was pro- 
posed. The cost would be $375,000 a mile, 
whereas a shallow underground railway 
would cost $250,000 a mile, and tubes $1,750,- 
000 a mile. The total cost of the two main 
avenues was estimated by Mr. Meik at 
$355,930,000, but the recoupment from the 
sale of surplus lands would bring the net 
cost down to $116,555,000. He estimated the 
net yearly revenues from the various raill-- 
ways at $8,123,750.

Seeks to Reform Burial Laws. 


As illustration of the dangers of prema- 
ture burial, most people will be greatly sur- 
prised to learn that the home secretary has 
admitted that 10,000 persons are buried an- 
nually in England and Wales without death 
certificates. William Tebb, president of the 
London Association for the Prevention of 
Premature Burials, has determined to take 
action to remedy this state of things. Doc- 
tors, as is not infrequent, differ on the 
chances of premature burial, but even if the 
odds were a million to one it would still be 
desirable to take all possible precautions to 
save the unfortunate unit from so terrible 
a doom. The manner in which Mr. Tebbs 
and his association proposes to deal with 
the danger is by the institution of public 
mortuaries, where bodies can remain until 
the fact of death is put, beyond the possi- 
bility of doubt.

Birth in Legation Is ‘“‘Native.’’ 

In 1881 I happened to be at Paris at the 
time of the birth of Prince Anthony, young- 
est son of the crown princess of Brazil, whose 
father, old Dom Pedro, was still on his 
throne. Prince Anthony came into the world 
two months before the date expected, on the 
Gay before that which had been set for the 
crown princess’ return to Rio, where her 
confinement was to have taken place. As 
soon as ever the physicians in attendance 
realized what was impending, the crown 
princess was at once conveyed to the Bra- 
zilian legation at Paris, which was theoret- 
ically Brazijian territory. This was done at 
much inconvenience, and even risk. But it 
was considered by the prince and pgincess, 
as well as by Emperor Dom Pedro, who had 
been communicated with by cable, as all 
important, from a dynastic point of view, 
that the child should be born on Brazilian 
territory. Perhaps, if the late Gen. McClel- 
lan had entertained any. idea of the great 
destinies in store for his son, the present 
mayor of New York, he might have adopted 
9 similar course at the time of his boy's 
birth, which, if it had taken place at the 
United States legation or consulate at Dres- 
den, might have saved him from the draw- 
back of not being “‘ native born.’’

GOES FOR BAD WEATHER RECORD 


British Isles Start Out as if They Meant 
to Outdo the Work of Last 
Year.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—As if the present year 

weressetting itself against the last and seek- 
ing to surpass the evil records then estab- 
lished, January was bad, but February seems 
determined to beat January, and it certainly 
had a most eventful beginning. A tidal wave, 
an earthquake, and floods have been expe- 
rienced in various parts of the united king- 
dom.

From other 
parts of the coast come stories of immense 
seas in South Devonshire, where many piers 
were more or less damaged and houses in 
low lying villages flooded. In Portsmouth 
the main street was covered by the tide, the 
flood poured into cellars, and the floating. 
bridge service across to Gosport was stopped. | 
' All tramway traffic was suspended at 
Brighton and a long stretch of electric rail- 
way running along the sea front was carried 
away, the force of the waves twisting the 
rails like wire. A portion of the cliff at 
Blackrock, East Brighton, gave way, im- 
periling the safety of the houses there.

The Alsatian question cost Jaures the vice 
presidency of the chamber and Combes has 
rendered himself more unpopular than even 
the religious persecutions made him, and now 
that there are so many unquestionable proofs 
that the socialist party, which Combes rep- 
resents, makes it party policy to forever re- 
nounce a la *‘ revanche,”’ the moderate party 
has the best chance since the Dreyfus affair 
of getting back into power upon purely pa- 
triotic grounds. ' 

The mbdderate party foes not mean the 
nationalfst party, as the Combes majority 
constantly endeavors to pretend, but the sub- 
Stantial, * respectable republican party of 
France—men whose conception of liberty is 
a higher one than the present government 
conceives. 


Spoils System Instituted. 


The present cabinet has instituted the spoils 
system and might best be compared with the 
Tammany organization in America. What 
has always been admirable in the French 
administration was the merit system. A 
man was named for his capability and ad- 
vanced because of it. 
influence did not help a man, but it was not 
omnipotent. 

Today a postman is not named without the 
consent of the deputy of the district if he is 
a *‘ blocard,”’ that is to say, if he belongs to 
the cabinet majority. A judge can no longer 
judge a case without the consent of his 
deputy, and when as eminent a lawyer as 
Labori declares that “in a democracy all 
justice should be equal for all citizens,’’ that 
had such~been the case the Humbert trial 
would have taken place sooner, the average 
person may conclude that the spoils system 
is about as powerful as possible. 

These are facts eoncerning the interior or- 
ganization of France that escape the aver- 
age foreigner and render inexplicable so 
many public and, I may say, private acts. 
The French people are today living under the 
most autocratic régime that has existed 
since the days of Louls XIV. The police 
system is a disgrace to a free country and 
would not be tolerated anywhere save per- 
haps in Russia. While in Germany, Italy, and 
England the rulers and ministers’ may, be 
disrespectfully referred to without danger 
of arrest for “ lese majesty,’’ in France a 
song about a minister leads to the gravest 
consequences, 

When one reflects that parents have no 
longer the right to say where and how their 
children are to be educated, that officers and 
officials cannot go to church without being 
blacklisted, that marriage by a clergyman 


is considered a sign of anti-republicanism, | 


one concludes that the situation could not be 
more fhtolerable nor more in direct comtradic- 
tion with the great principles of liberty, and 
it is due to the fact that none but the rabble 
vote, the better class of people having no 
idea of the duties and individual fesponsi- 
bility universal suffrage imposes. 


Combes Against Church. 


What Combes ig striking at is religion it- 
self. This happens to be the Roman Catholic 
religion, because France is a Roman Catholic 
country. He hag all the hatred for the 
church that a desérter in religion, or politics, 
or war cherishes against what he has de- 
serted. He may be said to be in this one par- 
ticular the Esterhazy of the Roman Catholic 
church, which he would see swept from the 
earth, just as Esterhazy hoped to see the 


-** Uhlans’”’ sweep the French army before 


them. Such deep hatred seems incompatible 
with the man himself, a simple, quiet little 
man—with pleasant manners and an air of 
kindness about him, if the subject. of re- 
ligion is carefully avoided. 


Mulatto in Politics. 


A mulatto is for the first time one of the 
vice presidents of the French chamber—Ger- 
ville Réache. Strange to say, this election 
{as brought forth a storm of protest from 
the socialist ranks and almost a race war. 
Every one imagined that the last people to 
raise an objection against a man of color 
would be the socialists, who consider all 
citizens equa]. Girault C. Richard, the so- 
clalist leader, however, calls him “‘ Le Jaune ”’ 
in a violent attack; that is to say, the “ yel- 
low man.”’

}~ TWELVE JURORS IN FOUR WEEKS. 


A jury has been secured to try the car 
barn murderers. To do it has taken four 
weeks at a cost of $1,000 a day. The ex- 
pense of getting each juror has exceeded 
$2,000. The waste of money is not a 
trifling matter, for the county has none to 
spare, but the waste of time is much more 
serious. The jail never can be cleared out 
and innocent inmates released and guilty 
ones sent to Joliet if it takes one of the 
judges assigned to the Criminal court twen- 
ty-six days to get a jury in one case. Law- 
yers who have civil suits to handle com- 
plain of the drafting of so many judges to 
tuke care of criminal cases. There would 
not have to be so many detailed if criminal 
law were reformed. The complaining law- 
yers should address themselves to that, and 
thereby add to the number of judges avail- 


able for civil business, and earn the thanks 


of the public. | 

Where there are several defendants, each 
of whom has twenty peremptory challenges, 
it necessarily takes a little longer to get a 
jury than when only one man is on trial, but 
even after making allowance for that a jury 
in the case of Van Dine and his associates 
should have been’ impaneled in two days. 
That would have happened in England and 
several American states. Seven hundred 
veniremen were examined. Among these 
were some totally lacking in intelligence, or 
who had an imperfect knowledge of Eng- 
lish, but making allowance for that most 
ef the veniremen were fully qualified to 
serve and it should not have been necessary 
to summon a number much in excess of 
those peremptorily challenged by the de- 
fendants and the state. ‘ 

The inordinate length of the examination 
of jurors consumed a great deal of time. 
The needless questions asked often fur- 
nished to men who did not wish to serve an 
excuse for swearing falsely that they had 
fixed opinions which evidence could not re- 
move. They wished to get off because of 
the length of time a contested trial takes. 
It is said that about fifteen days -will be re- 
quired to submit the evidence in this case. 
It should not take over three days, but it 
will take two weeks if-wmnecessary wit- 
nesses are called and the customary license 
in cross examination is permitted. If the 
counsel for the defendants are not permitted 
to put in all the testimony they wish-to, no 
matter how irrelevant, and to ask all the 
questions they desire, no matter how im- 
proper or futile, they will take exceptions 
and’ will go up to the Supreme court, which 
quite probably will order a new trial because 
of an erroneous admission or rejection of 
evidence, although the judges may be fully 
convinced that the defendants are guilty. 

Until there is a sweeping reform in the 
practice in criminal courts—a practice dic- 
tated by tenderness to criminals and in- 
difference to the public welfare—justice 
never can be promptly and unerringly ad- 
ministered in this county. 


JUDICIOUS IDLENESS. « 

An English society journal makes a 
strong protest against the practice of 
“hustling,” which it asserts is one of the 
results of the “ American invasion,” and 
which is said to be demoralizing the social 
life of women and their mental powers. 
Nothing is said of the effect of American 
“hustling” upon Englishmen. Perhaps 
they do not “ hustle,” and the women alone 
have contracted habit. . 

However this may be, it is the opinion of 
the journal referred to that Englishwomen 
are not equal to the strain of civilization of 
the American sort, and that “ we have no 


time to get outside ourselves, to form our 


own judgments, to build up our nervous 
vitality, to order our life.’ It believes the 
women of today are suffering from too much 
occupation. “ Whether we elect to be 
women doctors, sanitary inspectors, or 
minor philanthropists, to go in for art or 
literature, or merely to be social successes, 
we apply ourselves to that end with furious 
energy. Weare caught upin the whirlwind 
of modern unrest and we imagine we are 
happy because we have no time to think any- 
thing to the contrary.” 

What is the remedy?. The paper would 


have the preachers of the gospel of work 


for women also impress upon tlem the 
equally great necessity of “judicious idling,” 
so that they may have time to do some 
things which are not usually included in the 


category of work, and, above all, to cul-. 


tivate * dignity and serenity of mind, those 
fruits of leisure which in these days of fran- 


tic ‘hustling’ and furious hurrying are | 


conspicuous by their absence in the scamper 
of life.””. While it is more necessary that 
men should “ hustle” than women, yet the 
comments of this journal are also applicable 
to men to a certain extent. Robert Louis 
Stevenson says in one of his essays: “ Per- 


petual devotion to whata man calls his busi- 


ness is only to be sustained by perpetual 
neglect of many other things, and it is not 
by any means certain that a man’s business 
is the most important thing he has to do.” 
Of course it will be answered thats man 
must “hustle” to keep up with the proces- 
sion, to which Stevenson probably would 
reply that it is not at all necessary to keep 
up with the procession, to which the busi- 
ness man probably would retort, “ These are 
the vaporings of a South Sea island dreanf- 
er.’ Dr. O. T. Osborne of the Yale Medical 


| school is a scientist, nota dreamer. Hesays 
} that the strain of “hustling” and of at- 


tempting to be on time every day and to do 
certain work in a certain allotted time re- 
sults in “ nervous disturbances of the heart 
and debility of the heart muscle, hastening 
a degeneration of the circulatory system 
that comes normally only late in life.” But 
what is to be done about it? What is the 
remedy for heart, brain, and nerve fag that 
follows the “ hustle’ and the rut? What 
better remedy can there be than that sug- 
gested for the Englishwomen? Not lazi- 
ness, but “judicious idleness"? and ocea- 
sional rests in this twentieth century pur- 
suit and worship of wealth.

If the 
receptacles were close at hand no doubt chil- 
dren would be quick to use them and to do 
their part towards ridding the city of one 
of its greatest blots, its waste paper. 


ARMY REFORM. 

A splendid military ancestry is given to 
the past year’s changes in the organization 
of the regular army through the resurrec- 
tion of Maj. Gen. Emory Upton’s soldierly 
treatise upon the “ Military Policy of the 
United States.” Twenty-five years ago the 
far seeing intelligence of this brilliant tac- 
tician demanded the staff and line reforms 
which are today substantially secured. 
Amongst his last official acts as secretary 
of war Elihu Root caused this report to be 
disentombed from the catacomb of the files 
of the war department, to be edited, and 
published as a buttress to the reconstruc- 
tive work already done and a guide to 
future progress, 

Building upon the stern dictum that pa- 
triotism cannot take the place of discipline 
in time of war, Gen. Upton, himself a West 
Pointer and a distinguished fighter df the 
rebellion, devoted the best years of his life 
to the composition of a logical and thor- 
oughly professional plea for a reorganized 
army system. He recommended the estab- 
lishment of the general staff, with examina- 
tion as a condition to promotion. He recom- 
mended interchangeable service in staff and 
line as against the permanent staff depart- 
He recommended the «three bat- 
talion formation in cavalry and infantry 
regiments, and, above all, he recommended 


‘the systematic extension of military educa- 


tion. These reforms as brilliant possibili- 
ties of the dim future were indorsed by no 
less an authority than William Tecumseh 
Sherman in a note found penciled upon the 
margin of the war department manuscript. 
Every one of the reforms is now in prac- 
tical effect. | 
One other field of great importance, ac- 
cording to both Upton and Root, still re- 
mains to be covered by congressional legis- 
lation. That is the establishment of an ade- 
quate system for raising, training, and ofB- 
cering the volunteer forces of the future. 
“ It is of the first importance,” says the late 
secretary of war, “ that the distinction be- 
tween volunteers and militia shall be ob 
served, and that, while the selection of 
officers of militia shall continue, as it 
must under the constjtution, to rest with 
the states, the officers of the volunteer 
forces of the United States shall hold their 
commissions from the president who is to 
command them during the war for which 
they are called out.” Gen. Upton, speaking. 
just after the civil war, uses the mistakes of 
that contest and those that had preceded it 
to lay bare the evils of state interference 
in the makeup of the forces which take the 
field to fight the fights of the nation. 
When Lincoln issued his call for 300,000 
volunteers in 1862 the political taint to the 
officering of many state regiments was noto- 
rious, and the same unsoldierly disease 


|} could doubtless be held responsible for the 


breakup of the first battalion of the Seventy- 
first New York at San Juan hill. During 
1812 the chief executives of several -com- 
monwealths refused to order out their mili- 
tia in the common defense, while in the 
Florida war of 1841 federal commanding 
officers were seyerely hampered by the un- 
desired and unasked for addition to their 
ranks of undisciplined levies representing 
the state of Georgia. | 

Consideration of such facts Mr. Root 
rightly, terms unpleasant. They are none 
the less important, however, and Gen. Up- 
ton’s analysis of them is as pertinent and 
live as if penned yesterday. Secretary Taft 
may well find it of service in shaping a con- 
structive policy for the department of which 
he has just taken charge. 


HOME CENTERS IN CHICAGO. 

Neighborhoods in Chieago change their 
hue with the rapidity of small chameleons 
displayed upon a street peddler’s board. 
I"ew families are to be found in any part of 
the city that have dwelt in their present 
habitations for morgthan one generation. 
A deserted church ae towering flat build- 
ing are the cairns that mark the shifting 
tides of population, and American indiffer- 
ence to the tradition of an ancestral home 
is the primal reason for both. . 

Now, however, comes a seemitfgly new 
development. Certain reighborhoods are 
to be clearly distinguished which have 
swung through the inevitable period of stag- 
nation, assimilated or avoided the flat, and 
reéstablished themselves firmly upon their 
original basis as home centers. A notable 


} case is the colony of great houses raised at 


the northern end of Prairie and Calumet 
avenues by George M. Pullman, P. D. Ar- 
mour, and other men closely identified with 
the growth of Chicago. Hemmed in on the 
east by the Illinois Central tracks and in- 
-yaded on the west by manufactaries and 
the institutions of Zion, this neighborhood 
seemed doomed to die with those who had 
founded it. But now the second generation 
has come to the rescue. New houses are 
building, additions are being made to the 
older mansions, and the whole settlement 
has reassumed a life and character that 
bid fair to become permanent. Similar 
processes of evolution are -traced along 
Ashland and Washington boulevards on the 
west side. 

North of the river growth in the residen- 
tial districts has from the start been less 
complicated. The great question still re- 
maining unsolved is the complexion to be 
finally taken on by the “ Deestrict of Lake 
Michigan.” With George Wellington 
Streeter in Joliet there will be no more 
warring over the title to it, but who shall 
say whether it is to be given over to flats, 
or warehouses, or to residences? The 
building of the boulevard connecting the 
north and south side park systems may have 
much to do with the ultimate settlement of 
this problem. 

Any plans for the development of civic 
beauty along consistent lines are seriously 
handicapped by the shifting of neighbor- 
hoods, inasmuch as improvements made 
today may be totally unsuited to the sur- 
roundings of a decade hence. It is encour- 
aging, therefore, to note that Chicago, at 
least in spots, is sufficiently grown to have 
rounded out the usual cycle of change and 
started in again upon a permanent basis 
that will permit the municipal beautifiers 
to plan for the future with some feeling of 
certainty.

side President Foreman of the south park 
board has dropped a hint about “ neighbor- 
hood clubs.” If he will pick this hint up 
again and carry it forward to its full de- 
velopment he will double his reputation. 
.He is now known as an energetic and cap- 
able administrator. He will then be known 
as a pioneer in the movement which is brinz- 
ing all publie property closer to the social 
needs of the mass of the people. 

During the summer of 1903 90,000 people 
used the swimming tank in the new south 
side park named after President McKinley.

The question then comes up: Why not 
use these buildings for othor purposes as 
well? There the buildings are. Why vot 
exploit them to the full extent af their pos- 
sibilities? Improvement societies, concerts, 
lectures, parties, massmeetings for the 
discussion of local problems—there is .no 
eud to the suggestions that might be made. 
And every such suggestion, whether it looks 
toward education or toward innocent amuse- 
ment, is a substitute and antidote for tie 
street gang and the vicious saloon. If the 
scheme here outlined is Practical the public 
would like to see it put into operation. If 
the south park board, after full considera- 
tion, decides that it is not practical the 
public will be more than sorry. | 

Meanwhile Tue TRrIspuUNE wishes to ask a 
question on another subject connected with 
the park systems. Why is it that the south 
park board is so far along with its new parks 
while the west park board cannot sell its 
new park bonds? Why is it that the south 
park board, suspecting a defect in the park 
act, went down to Springfiéld and got that 
defect removed, while the west park board, 
fully aware of an alleged defect in the act 
under which it was operating, took no such 
precautions? The present. situation is in- 
structive. The south park board has the 
plans for its new parks already made; the 
Lincoln park board is on the read toward 
progress; the west park board has got into 
a blind alley from which it asserts that it 
cannot issue till the wext session of the legis- 
lature. Then it will get busy. But it knew 
about the defect in the law during the last 
session of the legislature. Is there any rea- 
son why we should suppose that the lapse of 
two years will reform it? It is used to 
lapses. 

Our park systems, like all our other local 
institutions, are strong arguments for munic- 
ipal home rule. Get state politics out of 
Chicago. Vote for the new charter. 


A MOUNTAIN LIBRARY. 

Mr. Clynes, a Jersey City contractor, 
who is building a railroad in the Cumber- 
land mountains, has organized a library 
for the natives of that region which is likely 
to prove a vital educational force. Since his 
association with these people he has found 
them possessed of good common sense and 
animated with a desire to rise above their 
present status of ignorance, Which has been 
cecasioned by lack of school facilities. 
More than this, as soon as they discovered 
Mr. Clynes was not a revenue officer he 
gained their confidence, mingled freely with 
them, showed them hospitality, and found 
that they were eager to read and to know 
what was going on in the world. 

Acting upon this knowledge, Mr. Clynes 
conferred With them and they decided to 
start a library. The mountaineers put up 
the building, a stout, will built log cabin, 
which did not cost a cent. They furnished 
the library also in a “ neat but not gaudy ” 
manner, and the furniture cost nothing. 
The basis of the new library was such 
books and periodicals as Mr. Clynes hap- 
pened to have with him. His friends heard 
of his enterprise and sent contributions for 
the library. The people in Tennessee also 
have begun to take an interest in it and 
have added to the catalogue. Having a fair 
collection of books, periodicals, and news- 
papers, it became necessary to have seme 
one to look after them, and a librarian was 
selected. The rules of the library are ex- 
tremely simple. They are: (1) The li- 
brary shall be open from 8 a. m. to 8 p. m., 
and (2) patrons must leave their guns out- 
side. 

How has the new library succeeded? Ex- 
cellently well. The librarian is paid a little 
‘something by the mountaineers. There is 
no other expense. No books have been mu- 
tilated, none stolen. Not a day passes with- 
out patronage, and some days there is.a long 
row of guns stacked outside. The patrons 
are not pale, spectacled people who read 
and study all day, but big, stout mountain- 
eers, roughly dressed and rough in speech, 
some of whom have traveled twenty-five 
miles over the mountains for the privilege 
of the log cabin library and to find out in 
the papers what is going on in the big world 
beyond their mountains. 

This library has not cost anything and 
probably will not cost anything in the 
future, but it is already doing a great work 
and it is prized by the mountaineers be- 
cause they built it. It is their ljbrary. 
Each one of them has a personal interest 
and, therefore, pride in it. It wil help to 
raise them to a higher human standard. 
It is a humble educational experiment, but 
it will prove effective. Mr. Clynes has 
sown good seed in the mountain places.

THE HOME AND THE CHILD. 
BY DR. JOSEPH SILVERMAN. 


LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTEM)

Except the Lord build the house, in vain do its 
builders toil thereon.—Psalm, cxvii., 1. 


AN is more the creature of environ- 

ment than of inheritance. The doc- 

trine of innate evil is at variance 

with the teachings of science and of 

higher theology. In some _ subtle 
manner climate and food affect and even 


_control the spiritual as well as the physical 


life of a people. In a similar way the char- 
acter of a. man is conditioned by the home 
into which he as a child was first ushered 
and where was unfolded to him all that he 
for many years knew of life, of humanity, 
of the world. 

The child! How like a new star just born 
from the conflict, of nature’s elemenis and 
bursting as a new light through the black 
curtzin of the night upon a world it had 
never known! The child! How like a flower, 
kissed by the light and dew of heaven, it 
opens its eyes in wonder at the strange 
beauty of its home! 

What may this home not be? A frozen 
snowhouse in the Klondike or an orange 
grove in the tropics, a tent upon the arid 
desert, a lodge in some forest, a hut on the 
mountain top, a mansioneby the sea, or a 
dingy room in a congested tenement. It may 
be a habitation among simple, honest peas- 


ant folk; among rough, sturdy mountain- | 


eers, among the pioneers of the west or the 
blasé denizens of a metropolis, among the 
ignorant or the wise, sinners or saints. 
Whatever home may be and wherever sit- 
uated, there is always the same sweet, pure 
bundle of human unconsciousness that 
would become a prince in @ royal house, a 
pauper among mendicants, or a criminal 
among outcasts. The child resembles oft the 
seed which the wind now casts upon the bar- 
ren rocks, where it decays and dies; now 
upon fertile soil, 
flowers into beauty. Let us bow in reverence 
before the child, the embodiment of all pos- 
sibilities. 


The child and the home are the two most 
important figures the world—the corner 
stones of humanity” The child—the picture 
of sweet helplessness and wonderful po- 
tentiality. The home—its creator, its pro- 
tector, its providence, its all but God. These 
two, the child and the home, are the makers 
of posterity, and will condition the weal or 
woe of unborn generations. 

Why, then, are we so busy with crops and 
stocks, with commerce and industry. pol- 
itics, armies and navies, effete monarchies, 
and new republics, while millions of babes 
are being misshapen, myriads of children 
are growing into bad ways, because thou- 
sands of homes are schools of ignorance 
and nurseries of weakness and wickedness? 
Let us withdraw for awhile from the maze 
of political scramble, business struggles, and 
social strifes, and look into our homes and 
attune them to the sweet harmonies of 
heavenly virtues. 


The home is the preliminary battleground 
where evil is to be fought in its incipiency 
and conquered. There Satan must first be 
met and overcome and the young soul taught 
how to retain its native innocence. From 
the sacred precincts of the domestic hearth 
every impurity or taint must be expelled. 
Let no word be breathed there save that 
which the angels may unblushingly hear. 
Truth, simplicity. love, and modesty are the 
weapons of the fireside with which to fight 
the demons of unrighteousness. The home 
in which the young are taught gambling by 
precept or by example is not a true home, 
but an agency of the gambler’s den, pre- 
paring the recruits who shall later become 
its patrons. she real home is an exemplar 
of simple and holy living. It'must become 
also an intellectual center, where thought 
quickens thought, makes life real, 2nd hap- 
piness secure. 

To créate such a home of love, holiness, and 
intellectual life, to make of ita battery where 
our children can be charged with that spir- 
itual force that can fortify them against all 
the temptations and allurements of the 
world, something more is needed than is 
found in the average home. Wealth, culture, 
music, literature, education are not enough. 
“ Excéft the Lord build the house, in vain 
do its builders toil thereon."” In too many 
instances has that spiritual life that made 
our ancestors proof against the encroach- 
ments of worldliness been lost. The old fa- 
miliar device, ‘‘ God bless our home,” is dis- 
appearing from its wonted place. That is 
the secret of unhappy and inefficient homes. 

May God come to his own again! Parent- 
hood is but a feeble substitute to the child for 
Deity. The heavenly Father and Mother 
must stand by the earthly parents to aid in 
the sacred work of preparing the child for 


true manhood or womanhood and develo 
it for life and eternity. os

The company hires to cabmen a hansom cab with two horses daily 
for from 10s to 12s ($2.48 to $2.92), according to dates when probable 
earnings are high or low, and a cabman is not liable to take out his cab 
when indisposed for work. The cab company is liable for accidents, loss 
of luggage, and all contingencies. The company also pays rent and taxes, 
buys food and “litter,” and pays for the cleaning and washing of the 
cabs, “ while with the most economical working the outcome is a divisional 
profit of 8d (16 cents) per cab per day.” The secretary says that a “ driver 
on the 12s 3d ($2.98) basis, during the eight completed years since the 
Asquith award, working on the average 282 days a year, has earned the 
average profit of 11s 7d ($2.82) per day for himself—these figures having 
been furnished by an employé of the company who kept a diary, and there 
is nothing exceptional as to the quality of the man and his work.”

Why, our blessed Lord recognizes and sanctions dancing as a social ené 
joyment, since he introduced it as a feature in the picture which he paints 
of the festivities, at the happy father’s instance, which accompanied the 
return of the prodigal. “ Now, his elder son was in the field, and as he

‘Don’t forget the rule that the short crop 
almost invariably has a long tail,” says a 
northwestern miller. ‘I believe that the 
present year will prove no exception to the 
raie. Our mill is sold way ahead on flour, 
and for a time I attributed this to our having 
gained a lot of new trade. However, I have 
lately been inquiring as to how other mills 
were, situated, and, to my surprise, I found 
that they likewise havea comparatively large 
quantity of flour sold. What does this mean? 
Well, to my mind, eastern buyers have sim- 
ply been securing a supply of cheap flour for 
future shipments. The mills so sold ahead 
have protected themselves by buying May 
wheat. Of course, they expect to take de- 
livery on May contracts and probably the 
fellows who have sold May are possessed of 
the-wheat with which to make delivery. If 
the mills get a lot of wheat ‘on contracts in 
May this will to that extent reduce the de- 
mand for spot wheat on the exchange. 
Therefore, the need of spot wheat in the 
spring may not be as urgent as counted 
upon.”’ |

The old subject of the Chicago river tun- 
nels was brought up at the monthly meeting 
of the Chicago real estate board held last 
Wednesday in a report read by H. H. Walker, 
and referred to the river improvement com- 
mittee, Mr. Walker's views are indorsed by 
the majority of the realty men, andthe result 
was that his motion that two additional mem- 
bers be appointed to the rivér improvements 
committee, and that it be instructed to do 
all in its power to secure the removal of the 
tunnels, was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Walker stated that Chicago has re- 
cently lost 65 per cent of its commerce on 
account of these barriers in the river. The 
river traffic, he averred, amounted to 1,000,- 
QUO tons less last year than in 1902. He spoke 
of the work being done by the sanitary dis- 
trict, which has secured enough property 
to assure a 200 foot channel from Robey 
street to the lake. He mentioned, too, the 
addition of twenty-eight miles of stone dock, 
and navigable channel, between Chicago and 
Lockport. These, with the railways and a 
power plant of extended dimensions in course 
of construction, will give Chicago a water- 
way of unequaled possibilities, the report 
showed. 


Quotes McGann Against Tunnels. 


Controller L. E. McGann; who when in 
congress secured the first appropriation of 
$25,000 for the development of the river, was 
quoted as saying that the tops of the tunnels 
should be blown off. He was also quoted as 
having shown that the chief utility of the 
tunnels in former years had been on account 
of the delay of being bridged.’’ He showed 
that now the average time for a bridge to 
remain open is two and one-half minutes, 
and that, therefore, there is no reason why’ 
the tunnels should remain. : 
’ In closing, the report stated: “ There is 
nothing in the city that has had-so depressing 
an effect on real estate and things generally 
as the tunnelsinthe river. If they were re- 


Washington and secure appropriations for 
the development of the river more easily. 
“We have been studying the traction 
question for six years, and have been held 
‘back on the tunnel proposition because of the 
unsettled state of the traction question.

Planning to Get Manufacturers. 


R. C. Givins, chairman of the committee 
on industrial locations, made a plea for con-. 
certed action in the matter of getting switch- 
ing facilities for the purpose of allowing the 
establishment of industrial centers outside 
of the business district and in localities 
where residence property has declined in 
value. 

The report stated certain large new manu- 
facturing concerns will be estabi:shed within 
the next year in the city, giving employment 
to 20,000 men and women. It also pointed out 
that in the district bounded by Halsted street, 
Western avenue, the river, and Sixteenth

This small section, the report states, 
is the manufacturing center of the world. 

It was pointed out that the boot and shoe 
industries, that have“always been lor ted 
in the east, are coming to Chicago, and .aat 
with the fuel in the west, and the railroad 
facilities constantly improving here, the cen- 
ter of this industry will be in Chicago. 


Declares Chicago Is Gaining. 


“This talk -about the industries leay- 
ing Chicago,’’ the report concludes, “ is all 
rot.

They must come here to get their 
labor and their supplies. They must come 
here to receive and ship their goods. We 
must see to it that proper encouragement is 
given them .by means of good transportation, 
fair government, and perfect order, good 
sewerage, and freight handling facilities, so 
that our industrial Hfe will grow and ex- 
pand, and not diminish.’ 

C. D. Richards, chairman of the revenue 
committee, asked that the board take action 
to compel, if necessary, the publication by 
‘the county commissioners of the tax lists. 
‘his year it has been stated by the county 
board that on account. of lack of funds it 
will not be done. 

It was proposed by the county commis- 
sioners to publish the list without the names 
of owners and the street numbers. This 
raised a storm of protest, as this omission 
would rob the lists of their chief value, it 
was declared. The result of the report was 
the adoption of résolutions offered by Mr. 
Richards, to try peaceable means with the 
county, and those failing to engage an at- 
torney and fight in the courts.

| FURTHER DECLINES IN STOCKS. 


Announcement of Pennsylvania Road’s 
New Obligations of $50,000,000 
a Factor in Depression. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—f{Special.]—A fur- 
ther decline took piace in today’s stock mar- 
ket, with the Pennsylvania railroad showing 
exceptional weakness. Yesterday’s an- 
nouncement of a sale of $50,000,000 short time 
notes appeared to create a disagrteable im- 
pression, and yesterday's rumors of the 
transaction in connection with the settle- 
ment of the dispute with the Wabash rail- 
way interests received only limited credence. 
The London market was materially lower, 
with sharp declines in Russian and Japanese 
securities and a shrinkage of % of a point in 
consols, because of continuing apprehension 
in regard to the upshot of the situation in 
eastern Asia. ‘The last named matter and 
the Pennsylvania borrowing absorbed the 
greater part of the day's discussion, although 
prospects for an indifferent showing of the 
bank statement likewise came in for some 
comment. 

A sustaining influence in the market 
was the strength in United States Steel 
shares, which Weeld firm. Throughout there 
Was unsettlement in the remainder of the 
market. The day's dealings were in fairly 
large volume and fairly well distributed. 
The protracted decline in the market led to 
some increase In the business of commission 
houses, chiefly on the selling side, whereas 
the professional element on the floor was 
disposed to buy stocks on the theory thata 
rally was overdue. Price movements after 


the earlier transactions showed a great deal 


of irregularity, and the final changes were 
irregular. 

The most active features.of the railway list 
were Union and Southern Pacific, St. Paul, 
Missouri Pacific, Baltimore and Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania. Brooklyn Rapid Transit was 
weak at the outset, but some support was ap- 
parent later.

The next day when the gang met 
down at the corner to watch the game Kublal 
had gone away to war, so the game was 
postponed and the new checker board was 
hia under the cash drawer in the grocery 
awaiting his return. 7 


Yeoun then claimed the championship and 


issued a sweeping challenge. Choo Yuen 
Chang, about that time, which was 1356, was 
@ boy of poor but honest parents, without 
even one peacock feather with which to con- 
pole himself. He also was a checker player 
and he longed to get acrack at Yesun. He 
accepted Yesun'’s challenge, but was 80 oc- 
cupied in capturing Nankin and accomplish- 
ing the downfall of the Mongofs that he 
couldn't get around to the grocery. Then 
he mounted the throne as the first of the 
Mings and ‘took the title HongWou. Hong- 
wou was one of the best emperors that ever 
emped. In 1374 he licked the Mongols under 
Wahachwu in Yunnan, and followed it up with 
a lot of other victories until stopped by 
Puyute at Kinsing.. 
Peace was deciared after that and Hong- 
wou, having chased all the Tartars and 
Tibetans and Mongols out of the province,

for Wou Sankwei was a rebel. Chinese his- 
torians always disputed as to why the rebel 
was invited to the capital, but it turns out he 
came to play in the checker game. They 
evidently had a set-to, for, when Tsq,Wang 
Rabdan came into possession of the board 
and, incidentally, into supreme command of 
all the Eleuth tribes, four moves had been 
made. He played two or three local cham- 
pions, then diedtof old age while engaged in 
thinking out a new opening that would beat 
Kanghi. While studying out @ new trap 
he moved into a cat hop and lost a man. 

Kanghi took the board with him into 
Tibet on campaign, and almost had Wou 
Sankwei cornered once when he visited that 
prince in his southern province. Wou was 
giad to get back into the game again and 
played an aggressive game, averaging a 
move every two and one-half years. | 

Then Yung Ching, the fourth son of 
Kanghi, became emperor. He had watched 
the game when the old man wae playing 
and knew the openings all by heart.* He and 
ie Lung, who succeeded him as emperor, 
hada battle royal—as the dents of their fists 
in the board attest. They made a move dur- 
ing the trouble with Poki (said #@o have been 
the inventor of poker). Poki was the son of 
a prince named Chang Chun Yyen and a 
brother of Yung Ching, the emperor. He 
butted into the game a couple of times and 
tried to advise Yung Ching how to move. 
Yung Ching resented this, declared his 


brothers were all trying to get his job, that 


they were a bunch of knockers anyhow, and 
he imprisoned Poki and Sessaka, and forty- 
two others of his brothers, 

About that time the king row was broken. 

Events transpired rapidly in China in 
those days, and there were twelve moves 
made during the fifty years following the 
sack of Lhassa and the wars between the 
red caps and the yellow caps. 

The young Dalai Llama had removed to 
Sining, and, in 1749, he was pitted against

went down to the grocery to look for Yesun. 
The board was dragged out from under th 
cash drawer and a messenger boy was sent 
for Yesun. The betting was 6 to 5 on Choo. 
The “boy e back with the news that 
Zesun had béen executed by mistake, and 
Hongwou went back to the capital, taking 
the board with him. 

He had, at that time, a general named 
Suta, a fair middleweight checker player, so 
the day after Hongwou executed Lanyu and 
20,000 et als..who had been seeking office on 
ahe South American plan, he challenged Suta 
to play. 

That day, said to have been St. Patrick's 
1384, Hongwou and Suta corfimenced 
the game. They played hard for nineteen 
years, when Suta one day happened to brush

had made three moves, and it is reported 
that Suta was getting ready to force Hong- 

wou to jump and make an even trade. 

Boon after that Hongwou dropped dead 
while thinking how he should have made that 
third move and Choo assumed the office 
under the title Emperor Kien Wenti. The 
first thing Kien did was to dust off the board, 
and. almost before the first anti-trust bill 

\) of his administration was introduced, ‘and 
* before his tariff policy was settled, he chal- 
lenged Ty. prince of Yen, to finish the game. 
Their play ended ina Ty—and Ty lost. They 
had made seven moves and each man had 
captured one of his opponent’s pieces when 
Ty was beheaded. and Li Jusong took his 
place. Then, in 1597 Li Jusong, who succeed- 
ea Kien Wenti as emperor, matched himself 
against Chin. It is reported Chin’ got to 
talking, and,. during the seven years’ war 
with Japan, Li Jusong forced Chin to jump 
and then took two ofhismen. Yang Inglong 
succeeded Chin, and Gen. Liuyen took Li 
Jusong'’s place #hen he died and Yang Ing- 
long became emperor. “They were still play- 
ing when thé news of the massacre at Manila 
in 1602 reached them. Liuyen claimed he 
only touched the man and did not raise his 
finger. He died with his finger on the man, 
till studying the move. 

It is evident from the score that about that 

fme a puzzling situation arose, and that the 

layers studied it over for sixteen years, for 
‘¥n 1618, when the Manchus invaded China, no 
ore moves had been made. Noorhachu, 

ho was leading the Manchus, was quite a 
checker player himself, and it is rumored 
that he started the invasion with an idea of 
breaking up the game. It was postponed 
from time to time, and fresh players took a 
hand until in 1627 Yan Kao forced Kaiyen to 
jump and took two of his men, evening up the 
score and recovering the advantage lost by 

Chin a century or two before. He was so 
jubilant that the Manchus licked his army 
while he was gloating. Kanghi played Yan 

Kao for a few years, and then Kanghi. lack- 

ing a suitable adversary, invited Wou Sank- 

wel to Pekin. That gave the democrats in 
the house a glorious chance to raise an issue, 
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was thrown out of a window. Keen Lung 
played with the llama and got a king some- 
where about 1790. Itis possible Keen Lung 
wvould have won the game, but in 1799 he 
died of consumption, aged 98 years, after 
the British had licked him into shape. It 
is believed he was coached by the British. 
His successor took up the game and con- 
tinued it until, in 1839, when Lin Tsihseu sat 
in, the reds had five kings and the blacks 
four kings and a single man. Lin Tsihsen 
traded a king for a king about 1852, and the 
board disappeared. 

In 1861 that board turned up in a joss house 
os San Francisco, where Sam Lee and Chop 
Toy played “with four kings each. Then 
Sam Moy engaged Looy Sin until a hatchet 
man of a rival Tong caught him in a dark 
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-Jemon and white. green

Then Looy Sin played recklessly 
against Chin Yisen and lost a man, but re- 
covered it two years later after reading 
in a checker column one of those “ black 
to move and win in three moves ”’ affairs. 


In 1884 the board was at 472 South Clark 
street, Chicago, when Jim Yse had Tsiu Han 
in a ticklish position in the single corners. 
Tsiu studied for a year and three months, 
and then made the right move. After that 
seare he retreated to the double corners 
and remained there, moving back and forth 
until 1895, when he was caught witheut his 
papers and deported, leaving Looy Moi to 
play Jim Yse.

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DRIVEN FROM WORK 
BY COLD WEATHER. 


Thirty-five Thousand Men in En- 


forced Idleness Because of Ree 
ord Breaking. Cold. 


PCORD breaking cold of the present 
winter, considered from the point of 
view of a long depressed mercury col- 
umn and lasting snow through a period 
of weeks, has thrown more than 25,000 

men out of work in Chicago—some of them 
for a few days at the most, others fora few 
weeks, perhaps, while with others the en- 
forced idleness will have been for months 
before the first snowdrop comes. 

On the other hand, perhaps the cold has 


made place for a paltry 4,000 persons ¢n- 


in ephemeral pursuits whose tenure 
to zero and in the thermom- 
eter scale. 


According to the classifications of the 
United States census there are about 150 
lines of occupation in Chicago. Of these there 
are at least twenty lines of work with a fol- 
lowing of 180,000 men, in which the loss of 
employment will average 20 per cent when 
the mercury has dropped below the zero 
mark. Of all these lines o. outdoor wo 
however, that of the teamster, truckman, a 
osbmeén holds nearer its own than any other, 
for in thie season of midwinter cold the pulse 
of the city is beating strongest and in fullest 
The commissary department of a great 
city may not be neglected when the mercury 
for the most part is in the bulb; the coal 
wagon of 00 tn. the shade becomes & myriad 
when the temperature is minus 1; and in 
every case the winter loads in tone are short 
of the team power when the streets are dry 
and the pavements free of the ice and snow 
of winter. 


Workers Crowd Union Quarters. 


Among the councils and lodges of the 
workingmen all over Chicago there are sug- 
géstions of the outside temperatures to be 
got by looking over the attendance of union 
men in these warm headquarters. Just in 
proportion that the weather outside is un- 
bearable for reason of cold or driving snow, 
the artisan drops into his craft’s head- 
quarters for a bit of gossip with his fel- 
lows who also are suffering from the ef- 
fects of the weather. 

There are nearly 15,000 painters, varnish- 
ere. and men in kindred work in Chicago, 
and of all persons in the trades these men 
whose work is out of doors are most af- 
fected. Zero weather makes painting {m- 
possible, for the reason that the work will 
mot stand the frost. In the same way the 
5,000 brick and stone magons virtually have 
to lay down the trowel en the thermom- 
eter drops below 20 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Below this degree of cold mortar will freeze 
before it has a chane to dry, and to freeze 
is to render its sticking capacities nil. 

‘The 1,500 plasterers of the city are less af- 
feated by the cold than would be guessed by 
thé laymen... As far as inside work is con- 
cerned, it is not begun until the windows 
and doors are hung, and, with these in 
place, the brazier, filled with charcoal and 
kept red in the room walled with “ green” 
mortar, keeps up even more than the summer 
drying temperature. To the extent that 
these braziers are used the services of watch- 
men-ere more in demand, and the mortar 
mixérs are increased in numbers, owing to 
tHe care against frost. 


Little for Paper Hangers. 

‘The 1,200 paper hangers of the city have a 
quiet time in winter, whether the extremes 
of col@ are reached or not. In the building 
of residences and flats it is seldom that the 
proprietor expects to move in before the 
first of May, at most, and paper hanging 
cam wait quite as long as the painting. 

Seven hundred roofere and slaters may 
count themselves out of occupations from 
Dec. 1 to March 15. The slater, especially, 
has need of a steady, pliable hand, and when 
the thermometer is reading close to zero 
there is no possibility of keeping a pair of 
hands to the requirements of the work. Snow 
and ice interfere, also, until under ordinary 
cilroumstances, the building which cannot 
be made ready for ite roof before the ap- 
proach of the zero season, is kept back by the 
builders until it does not need the protecting 
cover of either slates or gravel. 

. There are at least 2,000 stone and marble 
cutters who, as a body, feel the Influence of 
the cold. Even where the individual work- 
ing indoors may keep his job, he feels the dis- 
advantages and hardships of zero weather 
and below. Outside he must quit entirely. 
It becomes impossible in such a temperature 
to dress stone to a smooth surface, to say 
nothing of stone carving, where a steady 
band is everything. 


No Outside Carpentering. 

Hundreds of the 18,000 carpenters of the 
city are out of employment in many lines. 
Outside work of all kinds is impossible in 
much of the average cold in Chicago, while 
the present winter has been hartler than 
ever on them. Four thousand cabinet mak- 
ers feel some of the discomforts of the cold 
In some places, but in the main they keep to 
their work with emal! losses in time. 
a@ carpenter shop may not be warmed, the 
cabinet workroom in a big factory forces 
this attention upon the employers. A numb 
fingered cabinet maker, when his fingers may 
easily be flexible through artificial heating, 
is a bad investment. 

Of the 9,000 woodworkers in Chicago it is 
the opinion of Secretary Meiler of the Amal- 
gamated Woodworkers’ council that not 
more than 200 are out because of cold, though 
the general effects of a cold winter have 
been discouraging to the demands for shop 
production. 

“As a rule we have only occasional days 
throughout a season of cold in which men 
have to quit work. Most shops are not heat- 
ed, and when the outside temperature is close 
to zero or below it the inside of these shops 
is worse than out of doors. Tangles of 
belts everyw create drafts, and when a 
man is working close to some piece of ma- 
chinery making a thousand revolutions a 
minute he has a miniature blizzard right at 


“J recall working at a shaper when it 
was below zero, and nothing that I ever ex- 
perienced out of doors equaled its discom- 
forts. The machine had a four inch knife in 
it, and I had to feed the wood against it at 
my right hand. The wind from this revolv- 
ing-head was so strong that my hand and 
arm would become too numb for me to feel 
At such work a man cannot keep on many 
clothes, and his whole body becomes stiffened 
until he cannot turn out the average day's 
work. Under such circumstances the em- 
ployer is only too glad of the chance to 
clost down for warmer weather. Working 
under this chill, too; a man is much more 
likely to be hurt in the machinery.” 


Discomforts of Zero Weather. 


Vifteen thousand steel and iron workers 
in Chicago suffer most from the cold, both 
aa losers of their jobs and as martyrs to the 
cold while at work. Millworkers in these 
lines €scape most of the hardships of the 
structural workers. Many of these work- 
ers are shut out of work this winter, and 
those that hold to their jobs on bridges and 
in the skyscraping structures of the down- 
town district have to become blizzard proof. 

A set of plumber’s tools are not pleasant as 
® Shoulder burden when the zero mark is 
reached, and when they have to be unpacked 
and the plumber has to go to work in some 
freezing basement or barn or exposed cor- 
ner, with his wet hands sticking to the frosty 
wrenches and tongs, he feels that he is de- 
serving of all that the cartoonist and the joke 
Writer have given him fn fortunes. As a 
matter of fact the master plumber dislikes the 
mero weather as strongly as could any of his 
customers who have a bil! in prospect for 
frozen and burst pipes.

Morgan Wins “‘the Widow Pickle.“ 


One of her possible admirers in maiden days was Andrew 
Morgan, He, too, was a sturdy young farmer, handsome 
and soldierly, and he, too, had gone away to the front with 
tthe coming of the war. He was with the Fifty-ninth Illinois 
‘infantry for nearly two years, and afterward was with the 
Thirty-third infantry until mustered out of the service be- 
cause of disability of the eyes, April 17, 1864. Returning to 
Cass county the veteran soldier took to the old life of farm- 
ing where he would. He took up the lazy gossiping of the

Her own father in the mees- 
time waS dead.and she was alone with her mother on the 
farm, with still another farm near Chandlersville added to the 
estate. So the years went by until the seven’ years that 
should make a missing one legally dead had padsed. The sol- 
dier lover was insistent; and-when it was decided -to get legal 
advice as to the necessity of divorce to free.the. wife from 
the missing one, they Were told that nothing stood in the way 
of the second marriage—a marriage that was celebrated in 
Chandlersville on March 15, 1868. BE 


Supposed Dead Man Returns.

Alaska Station an Inviting Assignment. 


For the adventurous man, the Alaska station has 
been regarded as one of the most inviting. There 
some of the largest vessels in the service are kept, 
and in the summer season there is hunting and fish- 
ing to attract the sportman. The Bear, the Thetis, 
the Manning, and the Rush are some of the larger vessels on 
the Alaska station, all-equipped for fighting the ice and all 
accustomed to drop Gown the coast in winter, lying up in port 
at Fraviciseo, or San Diego, from Decembvr to 
April. 

On the Atlantic, aside from the smal! cutters on harbor 
duty, the revenue men do a humane work in patrolling the 
coast between the eastern capes of Maine and the warm 
shores of South Carolina. Here between December and 
April these coasting vessels pick up many a disabled and 
distressed ship, bark, schooner, and tramp steamer, regard- 
less of its nationality or carrying trade. As an indication of 
some of the arduous duties of these cutters in this season, it 
may be remarked that in the wintry four months of the 
patrolling season they may not go into port save for supplies, 
while under any circumstances one of them may not remain 
more than twenty-four hours in port.

culty of proving that the dealing and selling 
were done ‘*‘ with knowledge and intent to.

*A woman who creates and sustains a home 
and under whose hands children~grow up to be 
gimong and pure men and women is a creator sec- 
ond only to God.’’—Helen Hunt. 


HE “ boy problem " is one infinitely 
perplexing to most mothers. Rightly 
or wrongly, all women assume an in- 
tuitive understanding of girls and the 
intricacies of girl nature, but the boy, 
from the day his’ baby dresses are laid aside 
lin favor of masculine attire, becomes more 
, or less an undiscovered country. His noisy 
i play. his increasing activity, his strong will, 
nig daring spirits are at first disturbing and 
. later appalling to his mother, who grows cor- 
| respondingly helpless and distressed as he be- 
\comes ruder and more emphatic. In this way 
happens that the period of the boy's 
greatest need is that of the mother’s least 
reaponse, and if there Is no father to come to 
| the rescue with a comprehension of boy na- 
. ture and boy needs, then thére are. eee 
ahead. 
+ Almost any public school teacher can tell 
,of constant appeals for advice as to manag- 
r ng Johnny, or bringing up Tommy, or con- 
erating Bobby, ‘and oftentimes her advice !{s 
of the best, for, even though she has no boys 
‘of her own, she sees enough of boys to under- 
‘stand their common traits and common 
needs. 

And boys are all pretty much alike, after all. 
We speak of good boys and bad boys, but the 
first is only one who has found a \egitimate 
outlet for his activities and the second one to 
whom that legitimate outlet was denied, and 
who has taken what came to hand. They 
both love reading; the first finds in his libraty 
“Treasure Island,’’ The Story of Lob»,’ 
“Tncle Remus,’ and the Jungle Book”: 
the second borrows ‘ Bold Dick, the Baik 
Robber,” from a chum and reads it many 
times over. They both love games. Theone 
fe provided with a dozen of the latest an 
cleverest; the other chooses between playing 
craps and breaking windows. They both love 
companionship. The one finds it in the care- 
fully trained boys of the neighborhood; the 
other in the chance acquaintance of the 
street. And soit goes, In the one case every- 
thing tends to establish true ideals of honesty 
and honor and right living; In the other every- 
thing tends toward false standards of trick- 
éry and bravado. Yet the same qualities of 
energy, activity, ambition, and sociability 
which make the best of boys make also the 
worst of boys. It is all a matter of right 
direction, of a proper vent for effervescent 
activities. Aside from actual! defectives the 
classification of boys into those witha chance 


those with no chance would be much 


and 
nearer the truth than that of good boys and 
bad boys. 


And the number of boys with no chance is 
much larger than you might think. It isnot 
confined to street boys and those of poverty 
stricken and illiterate parentr—and the 
growing throngs of flat dwellers and the 
growing stress of “ keeping up appearances ”’ 
are daily adding to it. The ignorance of 
many mothers as to the essentials of whole- 
some growth and development for boysis ap- 
palling. A clever friend of mine often says 
that if mothers were required to pass an ex- 
amination for, fitness for their profession as 
teachers are, they wou!d mostly lose their 
jobs. It is certainly -true that the highest 
and noblest ofall professions. that of mother- 
hood, is the only one entered upon entirely 
without preparation or training. Extolled 
and exalted through all the ages as mother 
love has been, it. will never become the per- 
fect thing it has been called until women 
realize that itis not enough for the mother to 
be willing to die for her child; the duty that 
lies before her is not to die for him, but:to 
live with him and for him, and to teach him 
how to live. And to do this, she must first 
understand that she cannot remold him into 
the girl traits and girl tastes that she under- 
stands. She must go with him into his world. 
She must study his tastes, interest herself 
in his pursuits, acquaint herself with his 
companions, and, at any sacrifice of conven- 
tional appearances, provide for his activities, 
Even farther than this, she must follow him. 
The most perfect and devoted of mothers 
have worked and labored, each for her own, 
feeling no responsibility outside. 

But home—the’ mothers have no monopoly 
of education—in school] and still more as he 
goes into business life, the boy learns from 
and is influenced by the “other boys.’ Not 
the carefully selected group of neighbor 
friends that he knew as a child, but boys and 
men of all sorts, from ai: walks of life, with 
all kinds of early training, or with none. 
These then become his teachers, and so the 
mother who is faithful to her trust owesa 
duty, not only to her own boy but, for that 
boy’s sake. to all boyhood and to all com- 
munity movements and influences which af- 
fect the conditions surrounding and in- 
fluencing boy life and character.

HERE is a new system of physical culture, 
which, though recently formulated, has already 
gained thousands of followers. It is called the 
Virginian system and is so named because of 
the grace of the southern girls, and particularly 
of the old belles of Virginia. | 

The founder of the system, who is an Amer- 
ican of French descent, when casting about for 
A name. bethought himself of the belles of the south and so 
hit upon the state whose beauties: were famous in colonial 
days. In Europe the same system is being taught under the 

name of the colonial system. 

‘The fundamertal idea is based upon the beauty of the 
belles of the days when there were neither gymnasiums nor 
physical culture classes.

Why Women Fail in Business. . . 


HE other day a woman's club, not a thousand 
miles from here, and which, to quote the in- 
spired words of the backwoods, statesman, 
doesn’t know what it is here for,’’ had a gleam 
of sanity. It proposed to inaugurate a seri 
of business women’s teas, to which the par 
who clerk in stores and live in hall bedrooms, 
were to be invited to enjoy a pleasant evening 
full of tea and sandwiches, and music, and heart-to-heart 
talks with their sister women. ‘ 

It was a lovely idea, instinct with the philanthropy tha¢c 
is mot patronage, and had it been carried out undoubtedly it 
would have proven an oasis in the life of many a hard worked 
little shop girl, but unfortunately it died a-borning. The pro- 
ject was bitterly opposed and killed by a working woman 
who declared, in the first place, that no self-respecting girl 
would go to a tea, or anything else that was labeled “ business 
woman’s,”’ and, in the second place, that she resented nothing 
s0 much as having her occupation thrown in her face, and 
then she sat down with a so-there-now air that was fatal. 

* 

The incident, pitiful in its petty. vanity as it was, would 
be of little moment except that it turns a whole searchlight 
of reason on why women so seldom succeed in business. A 
thousand fallacious theories have been advanced to account 
for the fact that women rarely prosper in their commercial 
undertaking. Lack of business training, lack of intelligence, 
lack of industry, the feminine temperament, the feminine con-- 
Stitution have all been offered as reasons for their failures. 
but all of these excuses are wide of the mark. Women do 
not lack intelligence. They are quicker tham men to pick up 
anything they want to learn. They have health enough to do 
anything they desire. It is no more dffficult to learn to keep 
books than it is to learn to play bridge, and clerking in a store 
isn’t half as wearing on the constitution as a social season. 

The real reason that women fail in business is because 
they are ashamed of their work, and because nobody has ever 
yet succeeded in anything in which they 40 not put pride and 
heart and enthusiasm. Here and there, of course, there is a 
woman who glories in her occupation, and she is the woman 
We are writing up in the newspapers as that rara avis, a hen 
that has scratched up the nugget of fame and fortune in the 
barnyard instead of the poor worm that is all that the bal- 
ance of the pullets get. She succeeds as a man succeeds. be- 
cause her ambitions, her aspirations, and her hopes are all 
centered in her labor, and this forms a resistiess force and 
energy that carries her inevitably to the goal of her desires. 

* 

These women are the exceptions. The majority of working 

“women hate their work. They are ashamed of it. They do it 
as much as possible behind their backs. They spend their 
time trying to keep their right hand from knowing that their 
left hand has to toil for a living. and their one absorbing 
ambition is not to win fortune by succeeding in their occupa- 
tion, but for some miracle to happen so that they won't have 
to have an occupation: at all. This isn't because they are 
lazy. The women who are not compelled to support them- 
Selves are notidie. They slave like coal heavers over club. and 
society, and fashion, and philanthropies. Woman's objection 
to work lies solely in the fact that she thinks that some stigma 
is attached to honest labor for money. 

Here you have the fundamental difference between the 
Status of the two sexes in the working world. A man is proud 
of his occupation. A woman is ashamed of hers. Meet a well 
Greased man in the train who is a tailor by calling, and fall 
into conversation with him. and in ten minutes he will have 
told you about his shop, but you might travel! from Maine 
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The teacher of physical culture who invented the system, 
and who made a profound study of the reasons, came to the 
conclusion that it was because the southern girl danced so 
much that she was graceful; and that it was this love of 
dancing which made her graceful. 

The girl of today likes to dance. But this is only one of 
her many recreations. She does not go into it wholesale as 
did the girl of the long ago who had no other pastime. : 

Even back no longer than the civil war days the belles 
danced, not once in a while but every evening. At night after 
supper the piano, accordion, the violin, the harp, or any other 
musical instrument within reach was touched and the feet of 
the dancers merrily tripped over the floor. And not only did 
the young peopie dance but the older ones as well. Light 
beards and gray beards all engaged in the glories of Terp- 


sichore.

ness man, but upon the haughty brow of the shop girl it Is 
a brand of Siadeace. Our most successful merchants, have 
attended with pleasure innumerable business men’s banquets 
and dinners, but you mustn’t insult the proud $3 a week fe- 
male who stands behind the ribbon counter by inviting her 
to a business women’s tea. She would scorn to demean her- 
self by thus tacitly admitting that she was in trade. Femi- 
nine inconsistency and idiocy can go no farther. It is the 
limit, and the pity of it is that it is also the financial limit 
to woman's earning capacity. 

This shame that women have of work. runs from the high- 
est to the lowest grade of society. It is contended, in all seri- 
ousness, that one of the chief reasons that girls will not gu 
into domestic service is because they rebel at being known 
as servants, and that the great problem of getting some one 
to prepare our meals, sweep our floors, and mind our children 
will never be solved until every cook is called a demonstrator 


of culimary science, evefy housemaid an assistant household 


manager, and every nurse girl rejoices in the euphonious 
appellation of kindergartner. Some color of truth is given 
to these theories from the advertisements in the daily papers 
in which those who desire the services of female clerks invari- 
ably throw a sop to their pride by calling them “ sales- 
laaies.”" Probably if they had advertised for shop girls not a 
mother’s daughter would apply for work, yet no man expects 
any such silly attempt to be made to gloss over his real occu- 
pation. You never hear of a “‘ sales gentleman,” or a “ type- 
writer gentleman,”’ or a “ floorwalker gentleman.” 

Plain clerk is good enough title for him. He is proud of 
his job. Proud of his work. He doesn’t have to waste any 
time on the sales gentleman assumption that He is a person 
of elegant leisure who has taken to the dry goods counter for 
amusement. -He is a salesman first, amd last, and always, 
which accounts for the fact that he so often ceases to be a 


clerk and becomes a proprietor, while a woman so seldom does. 


She has to put im so much energy maintaining the spurious 
elegance of the “‘ lady’ part of her title she has none left to 
devote to the “sales”’ end of it. ! 

it is impossible to lay too much stress upon tie truth that 
it is because a woman is ashamed of her work that she fails 
in it. Take the keeping of boarding houses. for instance, the 
one profession that is virtually monopolized by women, and 
which is without a doubt the most generally shiftiessly, Waste- 
fully, and unintelligently carried on business on earth. Almost 
without exception the woman who is at the head of such an 
establishment is as much ashamed of her occupation as if she 
were a chicken thief or a sheep killing dog. When you apply 
for board she sizes you up and if you have an innocent and 
credulous look she will fib to you about taking boarders for 
company. .If you appear old and worldly wise, she will content 
herself with a long apology for engaging im the business. the 
g‘st of which is that she wasn’t born to it, and never expected 
to come to it, and so on. Not once in a million times does she 
have any pride in her work, any ‘esire to keep the best board- 
ing house in town, and she would be simply mortified to death 
if she thought that anybody pointed her out as a boarding 
house keeper.

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gad? “For the joy of life is work. and the 


women are ashamed of their calling, just

They 
bungie your clothes as @ressmakers, but you 
mustn't mention it, for they are so deadly 
ashamed of working anyway. poor things, 
that it would simply be rubbing it in to tell 
them) how badly they They do all man- 
ner of work, but the polite attitude towards 
the working woman is precisely as that 
towards’ a deformed person or a pardoned 
convict. You must ignore their affliction and 
pretend you don't know it.
